HONEY  AIvD  BEESWAX  PRODUCTION 

About  179,000,000  pounds  of  honey  and  3,380,000  pounds  of  beeswax  were  produced 
in  the  United  States  in  1942.     These  estimates  are  based  upon  returns  to  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  from  beekeepers  producing  about  22  per- 
cent of  the  entire  honey  crop  of  1942. 

This  year's  production  of  honey  v^as  21  percent  smaller  than  the  crop  of 
226,000,000  pounds  produced  in  1941.     Although  the  number  of  hives  on  hand  at 
the  bep-innin];  of  the  main  honey  flow  in  1942  was  10  percent  erreater  than  in 
1941,  and  bloom  was  abundant,  frequent  rains  over  most  of  the  country  kept  the 
bees  confined  to  their  hives  durine  much  of  the  honoy  harvestins;  period,  resulting 
in  the  smallest  honey  crop  for  meny  years. 

Because  of  the  call  tliis  year  for  beeswax  for  us'3  in  war  manufacturing  processes, 
producers  made  special  3fforts  to  increase  the  supply  by  saving  all  possible  wax, 
by  renderins;  out  imperfect  or  dama-ed  brood  combs  and  by  deeper  de-capping.  As 
a  result,  beeswax  production  is  only  3  percent  smaller  than  last  year,  although 
normally  the  production  fluctuates  fairly  closely  with  the  production  of  honey. 
Prodvicers  also  have  marketed  reserve  stocks  carried  over  from  former  years. 

Average  honey  yields  per  colony  were  smaller  .than  last  year  in  all  the  major 
geographic  areas  of  the  country.     The  greatest  decreases  in  yield  were    51  percent 
in  the  East  North  Central  and  45  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States,     They  were 
lower  than  last  year  by  32  percent  in  the  Wust  North  Central,  by  21  percent  in 
the  South  Central,  9  percent  in  the  ■  South  Atlantic  and  4  percent  in  the  Vifestern 
States. 

The  year's  total  honey  crop  was  relatively  shortest  —  45  percent  less  than  in 
1941  —  in  the  East  North  Central  Stat3s,  where  a  12  percent  gain  in  number  of 
colonies  could  not  avail  against  the  51  percent  smaller  avsrage  yield  per  colony. 
For  like  reasons,  the  crop  vms  39  percent  less  than  last  year  in  the  North  Atlantic 
area.     In  the  Vfcst  North  Central  States,  even  with  an  13  percent  gain  in  colonies, 
the  crop  was  19  percent  less,  and  in  the  South  Central  States  the  crop  decreased 
18  percent.     In  only  two  areas  was  there  even  a  sli  rht  gain  in  total  honey 
production,  1  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  4  percent  in  the  West,  both  due 
to  more  colonies. 

Producers  reported  in  early  November  that  they  had  remaining  on  hand  for  sale 
23  percent  of  their  entire  1942  production  of  honey  and  46  percent  of  their 
beeswax  production. 

Colonies  of  bees  on  hand  in  November  were  about  7  percent  more  numerous  than  at 
the  beginning  of  the  honey  flow.     Ordinarily  the  v^inter  loss  of  colonies  is 
considerably  greater  than  7  percent,  and  a  heavy  spring  increase  in  colonies 
will  be  necessary,  by  division  of  those  that  survive  the  winter  and  by  nurchaso 
of  package  bees  from  the  South,  if  the  desired  increase  in  producing  colonies 
next  year  is  to  be  realized. 

Prices  reported  as  received  by  producers  for  extracted  honey  this  year  averaj^ed 
11.7  cents  per  pound  v/hen  sold  wholesale  and  15.4  cents  retail.     This  price 
includes  both  large  lots  sold  to  outside  markets  and  smaller  wholesale  quantities 
sold  locally  to  dealers  and  largo  consumers.     Comb  honey  prices  to  producers 
averaged  16.6  cents  wholesale  and  20.2  cents  retail.     Chunk  and  bulk  comb  honey 
averaged  13.4  cents  'vholesale  and  17.4  cents  retail,     Beesvmx  prices  averasred  40.3 
cents  per  pound. 

'■These  estim.ates  cover  all  colonics  of  bees,  both  those  owned  by  farmers  and  by 
"townsmen,  and  both  small  apiaries  for  home  supplies  and  large  holdings  for 
commercial  production,

Pollowini-^  two  weehs  of  a'bnoririally  warm  weather  in  the  east  central  and 
eastern  portions  of  the  country  there  was  a  decided  reaction  to  lower  ternperaturr 
that  reached  into  the  southern  States.     This  v/as  ospecially  severe  in  the  IJorth- 
east,  where  extremely  cold  weather  was  reported.     Temper; 'tures  west  of  the  Plains 
States  were  slijhtly  waruor  tl'i^an  nor.nal,  and  short  hoe  flights  were  reported  even 
in  the  Mountain  States.     In  che  eastern  Clover  Lelt  bees  have  been  confined  to 
the  hives  for  so  many  ■:.'col:s  that  some  beokeepors  arc  concerned  over  their ^  safety. 
Southern  California  continues  to  suffer  for  lack  of  rainfall,  espocially  in  the 
sage  sections. 

Althoug-h  numerous  carlots  and  ton  lot  sales  of  honey  have  been  reported 
during  this  period  nany  beekeepers  repo;.-t  th.:^t  they  are  completely  sold  out  and 
a.re  unable  to  fill  oven  local  orders.     Inquij^ies  for  O'OtJi  sm'all  and  lart';e  lots  oi 
honey  reported  numerous,  and  msxij  lar/-e  buyers  are  \.'iring  and  writing  extensivol; 
to  commercial  honey  producing  ai-eas  in  the  -lope  of  securing  some  honey  with  whicj- 
to  continue  their  packing  operations.    Sales  of  honey  are  being  maintained 
closely  at  coiling  levels,  thour'-'h  oome  beekeepers  advise  that  they  arc  holding 
honey  in  the  hopo  thi-.t  those  pricos  may  bo  allovicid  to  p'"''vancc  before  the  end  of 
tho  season.     In  I'Oi.ie  areas  bi:ttnr  sho-^ta;:e  is  stimulating  demand  for  honey. 

Package  bees  and  queens  are  being  ordered  in  such  largo  nu^ibors  that  many 
southern  packa^^n  bccmon  arc  already  booked  to  75  percent  of  their  capacity.  Tho 
labor  situation  is  ono  of  tho  chief  limiting  factors  in  curtailing  t]-c  volume  of 
orders  \.'hich  packagc-boc  shi-jpors  will  nccopt.  It  is  also  handicapping  Northern 
beekeepers  in  their  plans  for  tlio  194.'^  soason.

At  tb..e  beginning  of  the  season  relatively  light 
winter  losses  in  most  part  of  the  countr--,   the  generally  strong  colonics  of  bees, 
the  unusual  am.ount  of  precipitation  th't  pla.ccd  nectar-bearing  plants  in  good 
condition,  a,nd  the  sharply  higher  market  that  augured  well  for  a.  profita.blc 
marketing  season,  combined  to  cause  lea<,dcrs  of  the  beok'oeping  industry  to  hope 
for  the  biggest  crop  of  hone.y  in  m.an;'  years.    Unforttma.toly ,  as  the  season  pro- 
gressed excessive  rainy,  cloudy",   cool,  and  windy  da;'-s  kept  boos  in  the  hives 
during  too  many  days  ^'hen  they  should  have  been  flying  and  gathering  nectar, 
and  a  vei-3^  short  crop  was  the  result.     The  final  estimate  of  tho  3m-eau  of 
Agricultural  Sconomics  issued  January  5,  1943,  indicated  a.  production  of  179 
million  pounds  of  honey  in  1942,  a  reduction  of  21  percent  from,  the  revised 
estimate  for  the  1941  crop  of  225  million  pounds. 

This  year  the  best  yields  v/cre  in  the  Plains  3;id  Mountain  Stavtes. 
Nebraska  is  reported  by  BAI]  a.s  having  a  j^ielcl  per  colony  of  120  pounds,  and  tho 
yield  of  colonies  in  L'o?'itana  is  given  ai.s  128  pounds.    On  the  otl'.cr  hand, 
important  States  like  Ohio,  Illinois,  Iowa,  had  yields  in  1942  less  than  ha.lf 
those  reported  for  tho  preceding  season.

SULIIARY 

Except  for  the  southern  States  extremely  cold  weather  hit  nearly  all 
sections  of  the  country,  vdth  sone  points  repcrtine;  the  lowest  temperatures  in 
recent  years.    Hervy  snow  fell  over  much  of  the  Pacific  Northv/est  and  most  of 
the  northern  States  rre  still  "blanketed  under  considerable  snow.    Heavy  frosts 
hit  southward  into  the  central  and  v.'estern  Gulf  Coa-st  region  and  also  into 
Southern  California.    Hains  in  Southern  California  and  Arizona  partially  re- 
lieved droUi^ht  conditions  which  hs,ve  prevailed  for  several  months.  However, 
considera"bly  more  rain  is  needed  in  this  section  and  it  is  felt  that  these  rains 
may  "be  too  late  to  "benefit  many  early  honey-producing  plants.    Except  in  the  far 
Southeast  and  far  Southwest  moisture  conditions  are  considered  good  and  honey 
plants  now  appear  in  favora'blo  condition  for  next  season.     In  the  Plains  Area 
some  concern  is  "ooing  expressed  over  lighter  plantings  of  swectclovcr  and  some 
acreage  now  in  sv;cetclover  heing  given  over  to  other  crops.    While  the  extent 
of  colony  losses  in  thgse  sections-  of  the  ccantry  hit  "by  the  cxtrcno  cold 
weather  and  heavy  snows  is  still  prohlcmaticaJ. ,  for  the  country  as  a  v/holc  hees 
seem  to  "De  wintering  fairly  v/ell  with  no  a"bnorfflal  losses  except  in  small  areas. 
Since  food  stores  were  light  last  frJl  considera"ble  feeding  is  anticipated  in 
many  sections.     However,  './ith  the  long  cold  v/inter  consumption  of  stores  in 
many  States  has  heen  "below  normal. 

Just  what  expansion  or  contraction  •..•ill  he  made  in  "beekeeping  .operations 
this  season  is  still  prohlematical .     Southern  package  "bee  producers  report  much 
heavier  orders  than  usual  for  this  season.     On  the  other  hand  many  "beekeepers 
feel  that  la-loor  shortages  and  difficulty  in  obtaining  supplies  will  lim.it 
expansion.     Some  concern  is  "being  expressed  over  the  possi'bility  of  o"bt3ining 
sufficient  sir.ty  poimd  cans  to  handle  a  larger  than  normal  production  this 
season. 

Estimates  indicate  that  pro'ophly  less  thpji  ten  percent  of  the  1942  honey 
crop  remains  in  producers  hands.    Very  few  carlots  v/ere  sold  during  this  period, 
and  the  num"ber  of  sales  of  small  lots  is    hecoraing  increasingly  scarce.  Demand 
continues  far  in  excess  of  availa";.^le  supplies.     However,  many  "bottlers  and 
■.vholesalerr,  feel  thn,t  "bj'-  rationing  of  supplies  thev  -,vill  be  able  to  make  their 
present  stocks  last  until  1943  honey  com.es  in.    Practically  all  sales  of  honey 
are  at  ceiling  levels  regardless  of  flavor  or  color.    Demand  for  beeswax 
continues  in  excess  of  supplies,  -./ith  practically  all  sales  reported  at  ceiling 
levels . 


GALIFO^TI  A_POIiITS :  - 

Southern__Cal2^fornia.  Heavy  frosts  ri-aring  the  ea.rly  part  of  this  period 
with  considerable  heavy  desert  •//ind.  were  followed  by  heavy  rains  over  much  of 
Southern  California.    V/hile  it  is  felt  that  this  rainfall  greatly  benefited 
honey  plants  experience  lias  shov/n  that  a  good  sage  flow  can  seldom  be  expected 
v/hen  rains  stfxrt  so  late.    I/Iany  beekeepers  are  extremely  pessimistic  over  the 
honey  prospects  for  the  1943  season.     In  the  hills  bees  remained  fairly  inactive, 
v/hile  in  ohe  valleys  they  are  v.'orking  on  cover  crops,  gum  and  are  making  some 
gain  from  cuca.lyptus.    Bees  iia.ve  been  flying  alm.ost  daily  during  this  winter 
with  the  result  that  stores  have  been  consumed  rapidly  and  many  colonics  have 
the  lightest  food  supplies  in  many  years.     In  the  citrus  section  many  colonies 
h^ve  some  brood.    Only  a  few  scattered  lots  of  honey  are  being  held  by  beekeepers. 
Present  demand  fa.r  exceeds  available  supplies.     Sales  by  beekeepers  ton  lots  or 
more  per  case  of  120  pounds  f.o.b.  Southern  California  points  -  Orange,  Extra 
White  to  Vmito  $14.40;  Mixed  Flowers,  Li'^ht  Amber  $14.40.    Beesv^ax,  4l|^  per  lb. 
to  beekeepers. 

Central  CaJiforn^a_^    Hainfall  has  been  ample  over  most  of  this  district, 
in  some  places  running  somewhat  heavier  than  last  j/ear.    Moisture  and  plant  con- 
ditions both  appear  favorable  at  this  time.    Bees  are  gathering  a  little  pollen 
from  eucaliyptus  and  winter  shji-ubs.    Almond  buds  are  beginning  to  swell,  and  it 
is  expected  tlaat  some  of  the  early  varieties  will  be  in  bloom  by  the  15th  of 
Eebruary,     Inquiry  for  honey  is  running  far  a„head  of  available  supplies.  Demand 
for  packaged  honey  by  the  retail  trade  ha-,s  greatly  increased,  due  to  some  extent 
to  the  shortage  of  butter  and  other  spreads.    Bottlers  have  reduced  the  size  of 
containers,  la.rgcly  using  1-lb.  jai's.

Nor thern_Cal_if_orniao      Rainfall  was  fairly  general  hoth  in  the  Coastal 
■and  Valley  rc-^^ions.    A  heavy  frost  in  the  lo-.vor  .Sa.cra.monto  Valley  damaged  some 
"blooming  plants  ond.  generally  retarded  plant  gro'.vth.     However,  most  plants 
appear  to  he  in  fairly  good  condition.    Most  colonies  are  about  normal  for  this 
season  \7ith  sufficient  stores  to  co.rry  thorn  until  spring,  although  a  little 
feeding  will  be  necessary  in  many  yards.     While  broodrearing  has  been  somewhat 
retarded,  queens  in  ii  few  ya.rds  have  begun  laying  in  a  limited  way.    Bees  are

PACIPIC  NORTffiTEST: 

I7e_st_of  Ca_scade32_      Temperatures  were  unusually  low  for  this  section  of 
the  country,  v/ith  the  heaviest  snov/fall  in  Western  Oregon  since  1937  and  the 
worst  in  the  Puget    Sound  area  in  abeiit  tv/enty  years.     Some  land  erosin  v/as  re- 
ported in  the  higher  altitudes  as  higher  temperatures  and  warm  rains  melted  the 
sno\/s.     No  bee  flights  wore  made  during  this  period.    Beos  ai^pea-r  to  be  '.vinter~ 
ing  fairly  well  in  most  sections,  but  som.e  feeding  v/ill  be  necessary  due  to  lack 
of  stores, 

Eas_t_of  Cascade 3j_    Temperatures  dropped  below  zero  during  much  of  this 
period,  with  the  snovtfall  v/hich  ran  from  six  to  tweD.ve  inches  over  most  of  the 
area.    Ample  moir.ture  o.nd  a  good  snow  cover  should  insure  yields  of  early  bee 
pasture.     In  all  sections  of  the  Pacific  Northv/ost  honey  is  closely  cleaned  up 
with  dema.nd  i-imning  far  ahead  of  available  siipplios.    No  sales  were  reported. 

INTEPJ^OUNTAIN  RSGIONj_  .    '  ' 

Freakish  \/eather  prevailed  over  motit  of  the  Intermountain  area.  During 
the  early  part  of  the  period  mild  tempera"ovires'  v/ere  follovred  by  a  short  period  of 
extremely  cold  weather.     This  cold  last,  only  a  fe;7  days  except  in  the  more 
northern  portions  of  the. region.'   On  -the  v/estern  slope  of  Colorado  moisture  is 
still  somewhat  deficient,  ivhile  in  most  other  sections  of  the  Intermountain 
Region  moisture  conditions  are  favorable.     Bees  are  apparently  v/intering  well, 
with  little  dajiiage  being  noted  from  the  cold  spell.    Apparently  no  great  amoimt  of 
honey  remains  in  beekeepers'  hands,  and  most  sales  reported  were  on  relatively 
small  lots.     Sales  f.o.b,  per  lb.  oxtraxted  Clover-Alfalfa,  Light  Amber  to  White, 
carlots  12^^;  case  to  ton  lots  mostl,  '  l-]<f: ,  with  a  few  high  as  13  3/4^  and  lo'w  as 
11        single  GOs  12-13^,  mostly  12-12->5',  v/ith  a  few  high  as  15i^;  5-lb,  pails  12- 
14';?^,  mostly  13-14^S  a  fev;  higher.

Coloradoj^     Most  sections  of  Colorado  ezrperienced  a  short  cold  wave  during 
this  period.     Kov/ever,   tem.peratures  v/ere  mild  both  at  the  beginning  and  close  of 
the  period  so  bees  apparently  have  not  suffered.     In  the  western  part  of  the  Sta.te 
moisture  is  still  somewhat  deficient.    In  the  northeastern  part  of  the  State  high 
\7inds  caused  some  drifting  of  soil    and  damage  to  plants,  with  some  sections  re- 
porting considerable  drying  of  the  soil. 

W;^_omi^n2,    Bees  have  v;intered  v/ell  so  far.    A  cold  snap  with  tem.peratures 
considerably  below  zero  did  little  damage.    While  snowfall  is  now  somewhat  below 
normal  in  m,ost  sections  soil  moisture  is  very  good.     Heavier  tlian  normal  winds 
prevealed  over  much  of  Wyoming  during  this  period. 

Men t ana. _  Low  temperatures,  with  heavy  snows  and  considerable  wind,  pre- 
vailed during  this  period.     In  the  southern  part  of  the  State  most  roads  a-re 
closed  and  beekeepers  have  been  unable  to  inspect  yards. 

Idaho, _    Much' of  southern  Idaiho  experienced  sub-zero  temperatures  during 
this  period  lollov/ed  by  a  sharp  rise  in  temi^eratures  -which  melted  the  snow  and 
in  some  sections  of  the  State  brought  considerable  rain.    Estimates  indicate  that 
only  5-10  percent  of  the  honey  crop  remains  in  beekeepers'  laands. 

Utali^  _  Host  of  this  period  has  been  mild,  although  there  were  a  few  days 
of  zero  and  sub-zero  v/eather.     There  is  little  snov/  in  the  valleys.    However,  as 
a  whole  moisture  conditions  appear  fairly  good.    Bees  a^re  apparently  in  fairly 
good  condition. 

Nevada_^  Heavy  rains  throughout  western  and  northern  Nevada  during  this 
period  have  aided  range  plants  materially.     Heavy  snowfall  occurred  in  the 
mountain  areas.     Temperatures  have  been  generally  mild  and  bees  ai-e  wintering  vrall. 

AJ^IZOlvTA: 

In  most  sections  of  southern  Arizona  the  v;eather  continues  very  di^y.  In 
the  eastern  part  of  the  State  v/here  unusual  drought  conditions  have  prevailed  for 
several  months  considerable  rain  fell  during  this  period  v/hich  has  helped  plants 
but  much  more  is  needed.     Bees  arc  obtaining  considerable  pollen  from  mistletoe 
ajid  spruce.     Cottonv/ood  is  beginning  to  bud.     In  some  sections  where  there  was 
enough  moisture  filarce  is  coming  up  well,  but  in  many  sections  it  v/as  largely 
destroyed  by  dry  weather .     Sales  per  lb.  f.o.b.  extracted  Mesqiiito  carlots  Fnite 
12^S  single  50s  Light  Amber  uPr^;;  Alfalfa  single  60s  dark  lO^zfJ  Alfalfa^

Northoas^  Texes*_  Weather  has  been  generally  favoralDle  in  most  sections. 
Bees  have  gathered  sone  pollen  from,  white  elra,  "but  hlooninp-  of  cedar  and  elm 
has  "been  delci;:-ed  somewhat,     Sv/eetclover  e.nd  horsenint  plants  are  making  favora'ble 
growth  for  this  early  in  the  season.     In  general  "bees  are  in  fairly  ;TOod  condi- 
tion, al thouA'-'-  r;one  are  short  of  stores  and  r.re  "being  fed.     In  isolated 
•   instances  some  starvation  of  colonies  has  "been  reported,    A  fev/  colonies  have 
"begun  "broodroaring  although  they  have  started  considerably  later  than  usual. 
Some  bees  are  being  moved  to  Bowie  County  which  has  apparently  had  very  few  bees 
in  previous  seasons.

Hew  Mexico^.    In  the  Mesilla  Vallcjr  wca-ther  has  been  a  little  warner, 
and  boos  have  been  able  to  fly  on  many  af  teriioons  although  wind  ha.s  prevented 
flights  at  tipos« 

Arkansas_»_     Very  few  da^'s  v/erc  warm  enough  to  permit  bee  flights.  A 
fairly  good  ;?up7)ly  of  rainfall  has  put  honey  plajits  in  good  condition. 

Oklahoma^,  _  The  coldest  weather  of  the  season  prevailed  over  most  of  the 
State  during  this  period.    However,  no  damage  to  boos  was  reported  and  colony 
conditions  are  generally  favorable*

?Le  first  week  of  Pe^bruary  v/as  abnormally  warm  in  practically  all  sections 
of  the  country,  especially  in  -".he  States  bet-.vcen  the  Appalachian  and  Rocky 
Mountains,    The  woaoher  over  nost  of  the  nortiiern  area  turned  colder  toward  the 
middle  of  Pehruary  and  the  cold  :ytendod  deep  into  the  South,  especially  the 
southeast.     Cousiderahle  r:  .in  fc^l  in  nearly  rJ.l  sections  except  the  extreme 
southeast.    A  study  of  rr-infall  charts  for  the  poriod  of  Novemljer  through  January 
shows  considerably  heavier  than  nornr.l  precipitation  in  the  "Testern  states 
except  Southern  Qalifornia  and  Arizona,  the  Intermountain  States,  mort  of  the 
North  Central  and  lJo:'ther.stern  States  and  soT;e  of  the  Southeastern  States.  On 
the  other  hr.nd,  the  Plains  Area,  the  southwest  and  the  extreme  southeast  had 
considerably  li;'-hter  than  normpl  precipitation.    A  fairly  heavy  blanket  of  snow 
still  covers  the  northern  tier  of  States  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and 
extends  vfell  .-outl'i^'ard  in  both  the  Rockies  and  Sierr.a  Nevada  Mountains.    Per  the 
country  as  r  vpole  ooth  moisture  c.nd  plant  conditions  appear  favorable  for  a  good 
honey  flow  this  .-.cason,  provi.bed  weati'or  continues  near  noj^mal.

The  la'tter  half  of  Pebru.ar;^A  wp.s  a  period  of  extreme  variations  in 
temperatures.     The  early  part  of  the  period  was  cold  in  m\ich  of  the  northern 
portion  of  the  country  and  freezing  weather  extended  far  into  the  South.  In 
fact  the  coldest  weather  of  the  winter  prevailed  around  the  niddle  of  oh'e  month 
in  Alabama,  Georgia  and  Florida.     In  all'  sections,  however,  there  were  sufficiei 
mild,  clear  days'  for  beos  to  fl3'.    In  a  number  of  the  northern  States,  where 
extreme  temperatures  have  prevailed  for  the  greater  part  of  the  v/intcr,  t-iese 
mild  days  presented  the  first  opportunity  for  ili^';^ht  since  November  or  early 
December,    While  there  is  still  a  fairly  deep  snow  cover  in  tlic  extreme  norther: 
States,  much  of  the  snow  in  the  southern  portion  of  the  snow  belt ^has  malted. 
For  the  country-  as  a  whole  luoisture  conditions  nov;  appear  better  than  normal. 
Hain  is  needed  in  the  Southwest,  including:  Texas,  eastern  portions  of  the  Centr- 
and  Southern  Hocky  Mountain  States,  and  the  western  Great  Plains  as  far  north  a^- 
Nebraska.    Honey  plants  in  most  sections  Cc^jie  throu;';h  the  vdnter  in  r:ood  condi- 
tion and  present  prospects  appear  quite  favorable.     Through'  the  Mid-Western'  ajid 
Plains  Area  considera.ble  sv/eetclov'er  is  being  ploughed  up  to  mal:e  wa;^  for  soy~ 
bea-ns,  and  in  the  Southv/est  some  alfalfa  lajid  is  being  planted  to  flax.  The 
stand  of  Dutch  white  clover  is  better  than  norm;il  through  the  Iviid-Western  and 
Plains  States  and  ma,y  to  a  degree  make  up  for  .;one  of  the  decrease  in  sweetclovf 
acreage. 

In  most  sections  bees  caj^.e  throU:;;h  the  v/intor  fairly  well,  with  no 
abnormal  losses.     In  t;;orie  areas  food  supplies  are  r-.mning  short",  and  some  feedir 
will  be  necessary  to  carry  the  bees  until  the  spring  flow.    Sroodrearing  is  pro- 
gressing Quite  satisfactorily  in  the  Soiithern  States,      and  even  into  the  more 
northern  States  m.'jiny  hives  are  Gho\;ing  small  patches  of  brood.    Southern  package 
bee  aiid  queun    i^roducers  ai^e  booked  up>  tlirough  the  middle  of  Lic-y  and  mtmy  orders" 
are  being  returv-.ed,    Pac]:age  boe  rjid  ouocn  shippers  a,re  being  hajadicapped  by  a 
lack  of  skilled  labor  and  some  are  still  finding  it  difficult  to  obtain 
sufficient  supplies  for  shipping  cages. 

Supplies  of  honey  in  beo].:eepers  ha,nds  are  becoming  increasingly/'  short. 
Of  all  reports  received  by  t:.is  office  during  the  latter  half  of  February  none 
included  the  sale  or  purcioase  of  a  solid  carlot  o'f  honey.    This  would  indicate 
that  nearly  all  rcmainiiig  supplies  are  small  lots.    MaJiy  of  those  will  go  into 
local  channels.     Sales  continue  generally  at  coiling  levels  regardless  of  flavo3 
or  color.    Supplies  of  becswa^x  were  also  light.    Wax  prices  are  holding  aromid 
ceiling  levels  although  a  greater  n-jmber  of  sales  were  reported  at  levels 
slightly  fU'ider  the  ceiling  than  at  any  time  since  the  M;.,xinuj!i  Price  Regulation 
on  v^ax  v/ent  into  effect.    Ma^ximum  Price  Regulation  No.  264  covering  industrial 
waxes  'vas  amended,  effective  Ilarch  4,  so  as  to  establish  nev/  ceilings  on  cortai 
imported  '.,'axos,  i'-icludinj  boes-.T.c:.    A  co]".y  of  ohe  A;'.:cndr,cnt  as  it  appliuC  to 
becsv/ax  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 


GAIiIFOFNIA_POIlTTS':  - 

Southcrn_Cali.f_ornia.    The  principal  producing  areas  of  southern  Californ 
received  additional  rainfall  during  the  last  lirlf  of  Febmary  \/hich  raised  the 
total  precipitation  to  date  fai'*  above  last  year's  figures.    Providing  favorable 
growing  -.voather  prevails  during  the  next  fcv  'wee-is  t^iero  should  be  an  abundance 
of  early  sources  of  nectar.     The  prospects  for  the  sage  flow,  hov/evcr,  is 
problematical  due  to  the  long  drought  period  of  last  fall  and  early  vdnter.

Consuinpt 
of  food  stores  has  been  heavy  recently.    Bees  are  no-/  gathering  pollen  from 
mustard  in  the  valleys,  aaid  some  nectar  from  eucaln">tus.

Considering  as  a  unit  erer*  oil  States  from  the  Hoclcy  Mo^mtains  eastward 
the  first  we^l:  oi  March  wjis  easilv  the  coldest  for  the  sep-son  of  year  since 
country-wide  clirAatological- records  ho-vo  "been  collected  'bjr  the  Vifcathcr  Bureau, 
according  to  s  recent  release  oy  that  Bureau.     Su"b-;:cro  tei'Tocratures  were 
esvrporicncGd  \yc11  into  central  portions  of  the  country  and  freezing  to  the 
Ccntrnl  G-ulf  Coast  on  two  days.     Tlie  South,  whore  spring  is  more  in  evidence, 
Was  naturally  affected  hy  the  cold  weather ' more  thr^n  other  areas.     In  the  area 
west  of  the  Hochy  Hpuntains  weather  v;as  generally  r.oro  springlike.     In  Southern 
Ci:lifornia  moisture  deficiencies  caused  by  the  drought  of  last  fall  have  hcon 
fully  compensated  for  "by  oxcossivp  rains  since  the  fii'st  of  the  year.  In 
Arizona  sho-.vors  have  helped  desert  vcgotaMon,  alt  ^ough  in  the  southeastern  part 
of  the  Stp.te  there  is  still  Dono  noid"turc  deficiency.     Texas  and  jjortions  of 
Oklahona,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  aiid  western  Iowa  a.rc  unus\ially  dry  for  this  season. 
The  drought  is  especially  noticeable  in  Texas  and  it  is  generally  believed  that 
if  heavy  rains  do  not  co:ie  in  this  section  soon,  oti,rly  sources  of  honey  will 
yield  little. 

In  the  ea.rly  package  bee  and  queen  rearing  areas  of  the  South  and 
Southeast,  the  adverse  weather  ha.s  set  back  production  sone;rhat.    ITearly  all 
package  bee  producers  report  unusually  hervy  orders,    Mof-t  are  booked  irito" 
late  May  and  are  tnrning  dovm  nany  orders  v;hich  they  vdll  be  unable  to  fill. 
Labor  shortage  vdll  be  the  big  factor  in  deterrdning  just  what  expansion  in 
beekeeping  will  tal:e  place  this  year.     Sone  beekeepers  hope  to  partially  over- 
come this  labor  shortage  by  reducirxg  bhe  nu^iber  of  out-ya.rds  and  by  operating 
closer  to  horie.        In  the  Southern  States  consideration' is  being  given  to  the 
increased  use  of  v/o:.'.en  in  package  "bee  and  queen  rearing  ojjerations.     In  nosf 
sections  beekeepers  advise  thnt  they  are  being  allotted  sufficient  tires  and 
gas  to  carry  on -a  large  i^ortion  of  their  no rr.al  operations. 

Beekeepers  are  also  in  HTj.ch  better ■  position  in  the  natter  of  supplies. 
Under  an  ar/.ent'jnent  to  WPB  Order  L-170  dated  Ivla.rch  6 production  of  beekeepers' 
supplies,  ofnor  tluui  hives,  fra:.ies,  rcplaceucnts ;  and  repairs,  ha-s  boon 
authorized  up  to  100  percent  of  1940  or  1941  production,  whichever:    is  greater. 
The  previous  allotnent  was  -30  percent.    Ho  restriction  now  exists  on  the  manu- 
facture of  beehives,  including  frajics.    Hoplacenents  and  repairs  for  bee 
equipment  now  have  e.  quota  of  166  percent  of  1940  or  1941,  and  under  a  recent 
ruling  of  "E7P3  hoc  sr.okers  and  boo  veils  nay  bo  considered  as  repair  itons 
under  Linitation  Order  L-170. 

Under  an  amcjidnent  to         order  11-81,  effective  March  13,  -1943  an 
unlimited  pack  of  honey  in  50-pound  cans  is  perritted.

Weather  during  the  first  7veek  of  this  period  T7as  rmseasonably  coolf  with 
fairly  heavy  Gnov;s  in  portions  of  the  Groat  Plains  and  Eocl<;^'-  Moimtain  ai'eas  and 
the  North  Central  States.    Diiring  the  last  weeJ:  of  March  tenpQratures  moderated. 
The  KorthT/est  and  interior  sfjctions  were  abnorrna-lly  warn.    In  the  Southwest, 
however,  the  last  week  of  March  was  cold  and  frosts  caused  some  additional 
damage  to  tender  truck  and  early  fruit.     Substantial  to  }\eavy  roina  relieved 
persistent  drought  conditions  in  most  of  Oklahoma  and  Taxes.    Kain  is  still 
needed  in  Arizona,  ITe'v  Mezico,  extreme  v/ostern  Te::as,  and  the  r/estern  portions 
of  Oklahoma  and  Kansas.     The  advance  of  ve.^e taction  is  back-vprd,  considerably 
later  tha:i  in  a  normal  yectr,  in  many  sections. 

The  lov/  temperatures  of  tho  c.:\rly  part  of  this  period  caused  some  dama^'^e 
to  bees  in  the  ITorth  Central  States  iU'id  Plains  Area  and  set  back  broodroaring 
in  nearlj'"  all  sections  oi"  tho  country.     In  some  of  the  more  northern  States  con- 
'dition  of  colonies  is  not  as  favorable  now  as  a  month  ago.     Considerable  polilen 
is  available  to  bees  in  the  southern  laalf  of  the  ooimtry  and  nectar  is  being 
gathered  in  the  Southeast,  the  Gulf  States  and  in  the  Southwest.     The  first 
surplus  honey  of  the  season  is  being  extracted  in  the  lower  Kio  Grande  Valley 
of  Texas, 

Cool  v/eather  has  set  back  package  bee  and  queen  rearing  operations  in  the 
Southern  States.    In  some  areas  it  will  now  be  impossible  to  ship  all  early 
orders  on  schedule.     Southern  package  producers  are  booked  to  capo.city  and  are 
either  turning  down  orders  or  accepting  them  for  delivery  only  in  late  Ma.y.  It 
is  still  too  early  to  determine  just  how  much,  if  ajiy,  eurpansion  the  beekeeping 
industry  can  e:<pect  this  season,    la.bor  continues  to  be  the  most  important 
factor*    As  stated  in  our  last  report,  regula.tions  ^;overning  production  of  bee- 
keepers' supplies  and  equipment  haye  been  some\7ha<,t  relaxed  so  that  production 
can  be  increased.

Maximum  Price  Regulation  275  lias  been  amended,  effective  April  3,  This 
amendment  sets  up  specific  cents-pex'-pound  maximum  prices  for  packaged  honey  as 
an  alternative  pricing  method  for  packers.    The  alternative  method  of  pricing  is 
temporary  and  the  regulation  will  be  completely  revised  as  soon  as  possible, 
probably  with  specific  maximum  prices  throUfC^hout .    At  the' same  time  it  was 
announced  that  sales  of  packaged  honey  at  wholesale  and  retail  v/ould  be  placed 
under  fixed  mark-up  regulations.    This  arr^jndment  aJso  provides  a  maximum  price 
of  15ip  per  Ic.  for  bulk  honey  sold  by  tl     ) -reducer  directly  at  tho  retail  levej 
Bulk  honey  was  re-defined  as  that  packed  _n  a  conta^iner  of  more  than  15  p#33nrlo 
and  paclcaged  honey  as  that  sold  in  containers  of  15  po^an.ds  or  less.

Dakotc".,  Wyoming;-  and  eastern  Color.ado.    Except  in  the  extreme  northern  group  of 
States  from  Montana  eastv.'ard  "boes  were  a'ole  to  worl:  a  i^^ood  portion  of  the  time. 
In  the  more  northern  States  little  Is  available  e::cept  a  little  pollen  from  the 
most  early  blooming  trees  and  shrubs.     In  the  central  belt  extending  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  Coa.st  considerable  loollen  and  some  nectar  is  available 
from,  early  season  trees  and  s:x\-ubs,  dandelion,  and  fruit  bloom.     In  the  southern 
oelt  wild  flowers  are  blooming  extensively' and  in  man3.'  of  those  States  bees 
r^ve  built  up  some  surplus.     Some  V/hite  Clover  honey  has  been  reported  from 
Louisiana.

Shipment  of  packages  and  queens  is  becoming  active  from  the  South.  Cool 
March  temperatures  somcv;hat  retarded  the  early  buildup  but  colonics  in  the  early 
package  shipping  area  now  a.ppoar  quite  favorable,    ilearlj'-  £^11  southern  package 
and  queen  producers  are  booked  to  capacity  for  this  season.    The  shorta^gc  of 
labor  has  been  sorious  in  tlie  package  producing  area.     This  has  boon  especially 
true  among  oucon  raisers. 

Tory  little  honey  is  available  in  any  section  of  the  country.    A  little 
sux'plus  is  being  produced  in  som.e  of  the  extreme  southern  areas  but  any  small 
amounts  tha-t  have  been  cxtra.ctod  Imve  laa-goly  been  used  locally.  Practically 
all  Sides  of  honey  have  been  ri.t  ceiling  levels.     Ceiling  prices  have  also  pre- 
vailed on  practically  all  sales  of  bGcewa^c. 

Regulations  limiting  the  amount  of  honey  that  m.ay  be  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  food  produ.cts  and  the  administration  of  manufactm-crs '  quotas  wore 
transferred  from  the  Wcu.-  Production  Board  to  the  Pood  Distribution  Administration 
on  April  6.    To  put  the  order  into  effect  the  Director  of  Pood  Distribution 
issued  Pood  Distribution  Order  IJo.  47.1,  providing  tliat  during  the  threo-month 
period  ending  June  30,  1943,  and  during  each  subscquc»t  threo-month  period,  no 
firm  or  individual  may  use  in  manufacturing  other  products  more  than  600  pounds 
or  120  percent  of  the  quantity  of  honoy  so  used  by  him  during  the  ctrrcspoiKling 
three-month  period  of  1941,  \;hichovcr  is  greater.    A  purchaser  who  buys  10,QpO  or 
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more  pounds  of  honey  in  one  month  for  manufacturing  purposes  must  report  such  m 
purchase  \;ithin  ten  days  after  the  close  of  such  month,  by  letter,  to  the  " 
Director  of  Pood  Distribution,  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  " 
Washington,  D.  C. ,  specifying  the  seller,  the  amount  purchased,  and  Lhe  intended 
use  of  the  honey, 

Members  of  the  honey  trade  mot  with  officials  of  the  Office  of  Price 
AdjQinistration  on  Monday, April  12,  to  discuss  the  imported  honey  situation.  In 
the  flight  of  these  discussions  OPA  is  revising  that  portion  of  Ajoendment- 4  to- 
Maximum  Prico  Regulation  275,  \/hach  deals  v;i.th  imported  iaorujy.

SUHHARY 

In  the  western  x^ortion  of  the  coma  try  temperatures  during  this  period 
were  somewhat  above  normal,  while  in  the  eastern  half  and  into  the  southeast 
temperatures  contimiod  below  normal.    In  all  sections  "excep't  the  IhtGrmoimtain 
Region  and  Southwest  the  spring  has  been  baclo^ard  -  in  nioct  areas  cbout  ten 
days  to  two  v;ceks.     It  noy  looks  like  colony  losses  in  the  Plains  Area,  IJorth- 
central  and  Northeastern  States  v.'ill  oc  considerably  heavier  than  normal.  The 
late  spring  and  unfavorable  v/eathor  which  hat:  kept  boos  confined  :nuch  of  the 
time  in  these  areas  has  necessitated  considerable  spring  feodinr,  .  In  these 
areas  many  pacl:a.ge  bees  are  being  obtained  from  the  South  to  build  ui;  colony 
-populations.    However,  many  beclreepors  are  finding  it  very  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  obtain  sufficient  packages  to  take  care  of  all  tlicir  needs.  , 
Such  packages  as  have  been  received  in  the  North  to  djito  have  come  through  in 
good  condition.     Cool  weathc-r  in  the  southern  package  and  ouoon  producing  area 
has  retarded  the  build-up  of  colonics  to  such  an  extort  t]iat  some  orders  could 
not  be  m.ovcd  on  timo.     However,  most  shi^nncnts  are  mo"/ing  quite  close  to 
schedule.     In  the  Intermovaitain  Rc.jion  ojid  Crlifornia  coos  }:i;;.ve  built  up 
colony  strength  quite  rapi5l3r.    In  California  the  citrus  flo'w  is  n'V.v  at  its 
height,  or  possibly  slightly  past,  and  hi^-C  been  quite  favorable,     lov  the 
country  as  a  whole  j-il;'nt  conditions  appear  fr.irlj'  good.    Moisture  conditions 
are  generally  favoro.blo.     Sono  portions  of  Texas,  New  Mexico,  and  Arizona  arc 
quite  dry.    Portions  of  the  southern  Plains  Area  need  additional  moisture  to 
put  plants  in  prime  condition.     In  the  novjatain  areas  of  the  vvest,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Western  Slope  of  Colorado,  there  is  a  heavy  snov;  cover  \vhich 
should  insure  plentiful  irrigation  water.    The  shortage  of  labor  is  still  a 
disturbing  factor  anong  beekeepers.    Demand  for  bees  and  eojaipment  has  been 
especially  good  from  small  amateur  and  beginning  beekeepers.     Some  large 
commercial  producers  feel  that  the  shortage  of  labor  will  force  the  larger  bee- 
keepers into  extensive  rather  than  intensive  operations.    Loss  individual 
attention  may  be  given  to  many  yards  or  colonies  which  could  resialt  in  a 
decreased  colony  yield*    Very  little  old  crop  honey  is  left  and  the  small 
quantities  of  nev;  crop  honey  so  far  extracted  have  mostly  moved  in  local 
channels.     The  market    on  all  honey  is  nominally  at  tr.e  coiling.  Beeswax 
prices  also  hold  at  ceiling  levels. 

Although  the  amounts  involved  are  too  small  to  interest  most  beekeepers, 
some  commercial  bee'-.eerjors  wh.o  "ouj  large  quejitities  of  sugar  for  feeding  their 
bees  may  be  interested  in  the  fact  that  according  to  Section  3494  A  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  sugar  tax  refunds  can  be  obtained  by  beekeepers  th-o  same 
as  by  other  farmers  feeding  sugar  to  livestock.    If  the  sugar  used  for  feeding 
is  fully  refined  the  tax  refund  amounts  to  5o-|  cents  per  100  j^ounds  of  sugar 
purchased;  cr-.ider    sugar  v/ould  merit  a  smal-ler  refui-.d.    Appeals  for  this  refund 
must  be  made  on  Perm  843,  which  can  bo  secured  from  any  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue,  and  rmst  bo  filed  within  a  year  of  feeding  time  to  merit  consideration, 
A  few  beekeepers  have  ^^ready  been  talcing  advantage  of  this  provision  of  the  ' 
lav/  of  the  Bureau  of  Ii^ernal  Revenue.

Southorn_Calif ornia.    Weather  conditions  in  southern  California  v/ore 
rather  unsettled.    However,  there  were  many  bright  days  when  bees  were  able  to 
•./ork  on  the  orange  flo'.',  vMch  is  now  at  its  peak.    Early  reports  indicate  that 
the  orange  flow  may  be  lighter  than  earlier  anticipated,    Fnile  the  volume  of 
orange  nectar  has  boon  ab-undant,  the  orange  honey  so  far  produced  r^.s  been 
rather  thin.    Most  colonies  v/ere  at  full  strength  for  the  orange  flow,,  but  some 
}iad  to  use  a  portion  of  this  flow  to  build  up.    Swarming  ha,s  been  about  normal. 
In  the  hill  areas  Ijhe  isajje  crop  is  just  bcgirming  to  bloom.    Prospects  for  sage 
and  wild  buckwhea.t  ai'e  nov/  very  favora,ble,  as  moisture  conditions  since  the 
first  of  the  year  have  been  ideal.     In  the  desert  area  around  Blythe  bees  are 
working  on  mosquite.    Demand  for  honey  has  been  hea.vy,  but  it  is  not  expected 
that  any  quantities  of  the  new  crop  ornn.;o  honey  will  be  available  for  the  market 
before  May  10.    Any  sreall  lot  sales  v/ere  nominally  at  the  ceiling,  light 
offerings  of  beeswax  sold  at  41-\f:-  per  lb.  cash,  and  4375^^  per  lb, "in  trade  x.o.b, 
country  points. 
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Central  Cslif orni_a_j_    Weather  during  this  period  has  "been    ideal  with 
temperatures  above  nornal,  .liainfall  was  confined  rnxostly  to  movmtain  and 
coastal  areas.    A  ;^:ood  surplus  is  "being  ouilt  up  iro:a  the  oran;~e  flov/ 
especially  in  Tulare  Comity.    This  flow  v^as  rapidly  dropping  off  toward  the 
close  of  the  month.    Many  bees  arc  now  ooin-;?:  moved  into  the  sage  districts, 
especiiilly  along  tlie  Coast  ii?,nge.     Sage  ]  oo'--:s  especioll^'  rood  and  other  honey 
producing  plants  are  in  very  favorable  condition.     Some  swarming  has  been  re- 
ported.   Demand  for  honey  is  active,  with  buye-rs  trying  to  pick  up  oranre 
honey  for  delivery  as  soon  as  it  is  reedy,  v/hich  should  be  around  the  10th  of 
Ma,y.    Old  honey  in  bottlers'  honds  is  practically  exhausted  and  some  bottlers 
are  unciblo  to  fill  rjre sent  orders  even  by  using  smaller  , containers .     Sales  by 
producers  ton  lots  or  more . delivered  Bay  Cities  via  truck  -  Light  Amber  Mixed 
Fruit  Blossoms  new  crop  12~12-|-ci,  ;or  lb, 

Temperatures  ha,ve  been  moderate,  with  the  weather 
generally  favorable  for  both  plants  and  bees.    Most  colonics  are  in  strong 
position  to  take  advajitage  of  the  flow.     In  some  sections  the  honey  flovi  is 
considered      only  fair,  while  from  Sonoma  Couiaty  reports  come  of  the  hoavitsst 
early  crop  of  honey  in  yOars,    Many  boos  ha,vo  bean  moved  to  the  mountains  to 
take  advantage  of  the  flow  from  wild  flowers  and  some  colonies  have  been  moved 
into  the  citrus  sections, '   Poppy,  alfilaria,  wild  onions,  mustard,  some  species 
of  ■  eucalyptus , -madr one ,  and  many  other  a.nnual  spring  flov/ers  are 'now  producing*  _

Wc_st_of  Ca_scadcs_._    The  season  is  generally  ten  'days  to  tv.'o  vvoeks  later 
than  normal  in  ViTestern  Oregon  and  South'.'ontorn  Washington,     Intermittent  showers 
have  slowed  down  bee  activity  and  sorne  feeding  has  been  necessary  along  the  coast 
When  \7eathor  permitted  bees  in  the  lo".7er  altitudes  west,  of  the-    cascades  hsva 
worked  on  vine  maple,  dandelion,  golden  willo'v  and  chicfoYced.,    In  the  fircweed 
districts  Oregon  maple  is  yielding  and  vine  ma-plo  should  bloom  around  the  10th 
of  May..    Scotch  broom  is  starting  to  bloom  along  the  coast  and  in  some  inland 
■  sections.    With  the  exception  of  apples,  deciduous  bloom  is  i:)ast.     It  now  looks 
like  m.ost  colpnies  v/ill  bo  ready  for  the  beginning  of  the  ma.in  vetch  flow.  The 
vetch  crop  will  likely  be  below  normal  since  only  about  35-50  percent  of  a 
normal  acrea.gc  y;as  planted.'    A  report  of  inspections  in  M.arion  and  Linn  Counties 
show  about  a  30  percent  loss  in  small  apiaries  '  and  .'10-15  xp-crcent  in  comjnercial. 
ya.rds,  '     ■      '  ■  • 

Eas_t_^_of  Cascadqs_^     The  weather  turned  rauch  warmer  early  in  this  period. 
In  the  Yokim.a  and  Wenatchee  Yalleys  the  fruit  bloom  came  on  rapidly  and  v/as  very 
heavj^.     Those  colonics  v/hich  had  built  up  suf f idiently  to  take  advantraf:;c  of  the 
fruit  flew  have  done  v/ell.     Tov;ard  the  end  of  the  period  it  turned  somcv/hat 
cooler,  but  with  the  exception  of  apples  the  fruit  bloom  v/as  just  about  over. 
Winter  losses  in  some  sections  were  heavier  than  earlier  anticijiated  because  O-f 
the  failure  of  -inaxiy  queens  during  late  March  and  early  April.     Some  fool  this  • 
may  have  resulted  from  the  effects  of  poison  spray  last  r/ear.    A  report  of 
inspections  in  Hood  Pdver  and  Wasco  Counties,  Oregon,  indicate  that  possilily  as 
many  as  80  percent  of  the  small  lots  of  bocs  were  winter-killed,  although 
average  losses  in  corarnercial  yards  were  only  aro'-ond  10  percent. 

IlirEEMOWTAIN  SSGIOiU-"  (April  8-23) 

Conditions  over  the  Intermountain  area  v;ere  very  fa.vorable  during  this  _ 
period.    With  the  exception  of  northern  Wyoming  and  Montana  bees  have  been  able 
to  gather  large  amomits  of  pollen  and  nectar  and  have  built  up  rapidly.  Winter 
losses  for  the  section  as  a  whole  have  been  fairly  light.    Except  for  a  little^ 
loss  of  alfalfa  and  swectclcver  in  Montana  and  a  little  alfalfa  from  flooding  in 
Idaho,  plant  conditions  are  now  good.    Moisture  conditions  arc  favorable , except 
on  the  Western  Slope  of  Colorado  and  also  the  eastern  plains  section  of  Colorado, 
where  some  additional  moisture  is  needed.    Relatively  few  sales  of  honey  were 
reported.     Consid-erably  more  beeswax  moved  to  market  than  during  any  recent 
period.     Sales  f.o.b.,  per  lb.,  cxtracted-Alf alfa-Clovcr  case  to  ton  lots  l?4f

Colora_do._.      This  period  was  very  favorable  for  colony  development.  The 
weather. has  been  \7a2-m,  '  pollen  supplies  have  been  plentiful,  and  there  has  been 
considerable  nectar  from  dandelion  and  fruit  bloom.     On  the  Western  Slope  bees 
have  mostly    been  unpacked.     So  far  it  appears  losses  './ill  be  light,  except  lor 
loss  of  brood  as  a  res-.ilt  of  the  March  cold  spell.    Moisture  conditions  are  non^ 
too  favorable  on  the  Western  Slope.    Last  fall  -.vas  extremely  dry  and  the  snov;fall 
in  the  mo-antains  during  the  winter  was  rather  light.     In  the  other  moi-mtam 
sections  moisture  conditions  are  o_uite  favorable  with  a  good  snow  cover.

lAch  —  con-tinued  ~ 
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Wyonang,    Althou/jh  weather  v/as  quite  cool  during  most  of  this  period 
there  were  ?^  n-om'ber  of  days  on  which  hees  could  work.    Pollen  and  a  little 
nectar  are  "being  obtained  from  willov,'* .  Dandelion  should  he  in  bloom  shortly 
after  the  first  of  May.    Considerable  feeding  has  been  done  and  more  will  be 
required  if  the  weather  continues  cool*    Winter  losees  vdll  likely  run  between 
10  and  20  percent.     In  general  colony  strength  is  nov/  quite  favorable,'  with  two 
to  five  frames  of  brood, 

Montana,    i'avorable  v/eather  prevailed  during  this  period.    Bees  have 
been  v/orl-jing  on  cottonwood  and  willow,    Broodrearing  is  advancing  wollt  with 
brood  in  from  three  to  five  frames.     Some  beekeepers  h-ave  fed  heavily while 
'others  have  not  found  this  necessary.     There  was  some  winter  killing  of. alfalfa 
and  in  some  sections  swcetclovcr  does  not  appear  to  be  overly  abundant.  However, 
taking  the  State  as  a  whole  plant  conditions  now  appear  quite  favorable, 

Idaho. _     Present  indications  point  to  an  earlier  than  normal  spring  in 
southern  Idaho.    Many  boes  are  new  on  their  summer  stands.    Most  colonics 
v/intercd  well,  with  average  or  lighter  than  average  losses.    Bees  arc  building 
up  v/oll  ajid  are  now  self-supjiorting  in  most  localities.     Considerable  earlier 
feeding  was  done  in  some  yards.     In  the  Boise  Valley  fruit  is  in  bloom. 
Dandelions  arc  now  blooming  in  nearly  all  parts  of  southern  Idaho.     Some  alfalrfa 
was  lost  from  early  spring  floods,  and  some  alfalfa  is  being  turned  under. 

Utah_.    Conditions  were  vary  favorable  during  this  period.    Bees  arc  in 
good  condition  and  storing  considerable  spring  honey.     Colonies  are  building  up 
satisfactorily.    Cherries  and  poaches  aro  in  full  bloom  in  northern  Uta.h  and 
weather  conditions  ha,ve  been  ideal  both  for  pollinization  and  for  bees  to  get 
the  most    benefit  from  the  bloom.    In  genereJ.  the  fruit  bloom  is  considerably 
lighter  than  normal.    Plant  and  moisture  conditions  are  now  very  favorable. 
Ta.kcn  as  a  whole  Utpii  beekeepers  aro  very  optimistic  over  the  present  prospects 
for  a  crop. 

Nev;ada_,      Based  on  State  inspections  so  far  completed  boos  ;vintered 
extremely  v;ell  with  losses  of  only  one  to  tv/o  percent.     Such  losses  can  be  re- 
placed by  division  as  colonics  aro  building  up  rapidly  and  many  are  showing 
queen  cells  preparatory  to  swarming.     The  spring  bloom  of  wild  f lower Sjdandolion 
and  fruit  is  good.    Weather  has  been  favorable. 

AP.IZ01^A:_  (Period  April  8-23) 

In  the  Salt  Haver  Valley  the  orange  honey  flow  is  over.    While  the  surplus 
of  orange  honey  was  not  large,  probably  averaging  not  over  20  pounds  per  colony  - 
the  build  up  on  citrus  was  better  than  average.    Bees  are  being  moved  to  the 
mesquite  which  is  starting  to  bloora.     Some  beekeepers  expect  an  average  flow  from 
that  source,  vmile  others  feel  prospects  are  none  too  good  due  to  lack  of 
moisture.     In  the  Yuma  section  bees  have  built  up  well  and  ai-e  now  making  some 
surplus  from  mesquite.    3xtracting  of  Citrus  will  begin  around  May  1. 


SOUTHIirsSK:p_A^S_^-     (Period  A-jril  9-24) 

Northeast  Texas,    Warm  v/eather  prevailed.    Bees  and  brood  have  expanded  ' 
rapidly  v,'ith  some  hives  showing  brood  in  the  second  story  where  food  supplies 
have  been  ample.    The  clover  and  horscmint  flow  in  this  section  is  expected  to 
be  about  30  days  late.

The  temperatures  during  recen b- weeks  hav«  been  tending  to  decidedly  below 
normal  in  eastern  areas,  especially  in  the  northeast  and  above  normal  in  the 
west  and  northwest,  but  during  the  past  week  the  Central  and  northern  States 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River  had  abnormally  cold  weather  v/ith  record  breaking 
minimum  temperatures  for  so  late  in  the  season  in  some  Northcentral  States, 
Rains  have  been  general  over  most  of  the  United  States.    More  rain  is  needed  in 
most  of  New  Mexico  and  Ai'izona,  parts  of  Iowa  and  Minnesota,  and  much  of 
Nebraska  and  South  Dakota,    Precipitation  was  light  in  th,^  north  plains  areas 
but  additional  moisture  was  not  especially  needed  there,    Y/eather  conditions  as  a 
v?hole,  as  regfr  ds  agriculture,  show  a  dcci,ded  improvement,  but  have  retarded 
activity  among, the  bees  and  interferred  with  much  of  the  re  cessary  work  planned 

by  the  beekeepers,    package  bees  are  gradmlly  being  distributed  and  their  in- 
troduction is  stimulating  hive  activity  satisfactorily.    Many  beekeepers  report 
delay  in  delivery  which  in  most  cases  is  due  to  labor  problems  and  weather 
limitations.    Winter  losses  are  reported  in  practically  all  districts  and  the 
estimated  losses  run  from  less  tlian  5  percent  to  75  percent,  but  the  general 
avereige  maybe  15-25  percent.    Feeding  is  quite  general  especi  ally  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  country  where  the  spring  is  back-ward.    Beekeepers  are  experiencing 
difficulty  in  getting  help,  either  experienced  or  inexperienced,  and  many  are 
obliged  to  reduce  their  number  of  colonies  for  this  reason.    Apprehension  is 
felt  in  the  clover  areas  because  much  clover  acreage  is  beihg  plowed  up  for 
planting  to  soybeans,  flax  or  grain  crops.    Very  little  honey  is  available.  The 
new  crop  is  being  sold  as  soon  as  it  is  extracted.    Buyers  are  anxious  to  con*  •  •■ 
tract  for  season's  output,  but  apparently  t he  producers  are  not  signing  up. 
Some  Mesquite,  Manzanita,  Orange,  Ti-ti,  and  Mixed  Flowers  new  honey  is  being 
sold,  but  the  demand  exceeds  the  available  supply.

Southern_  Calif  or  nia._    This  section  was  favored  with  clear  warm  weather 
durin,g  the  first  half  of  May,  which  has  benefited  beekeepers  materially.  Late 
reports  indicate  that  the  orange  honey  production  in  this  area  is  much  better 
than  anticipated  a  few  weeks  ago,  when  undesirable  weather  prevailed,  as  many 
beekeepers  have   been  extracting  Uo  to  50  pounds  per  colony,  while  sonB  have 
been  getting  even  heavier  yields.    First  deliveries  of  Orange  honey  were  mde 
around  May  5,    The  quality  of  this  honey  was  rery  good  with  the  color  ranging 
from  fair  to  good.    Present  conditions  are  ideal  for  white  sage  in  the  majority 
of  the  producing  areas.    Wild  buckwheat  and  black  sage  are  just  starting  to 
provide  nectar.    Many  colonies  o.re  being  moved  since  the  orange  flow  to  take 
advantage  of  blossDms  in  other  locations.     First  crop  alfalfa  is  being  cut.

Central  Cal,iJ"o_rnia^  Mean  temperatures  were  well  above  normal,  only 
negligible  amounts  of  precipitation  were  repcr  ted.    The  weather  was  quite 
favorable  for  the  development  of  nectar-producing  plants  of  all  kinds  during 
this  period.    The  orange  flow  is  completed  and  extracting  is  progressirg  .  Late 
reports  reoei-ved  from  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  state  tiiat  the  Orange  hoi^y  flow 
seems  to  be  quite  spotted,  some  beekeepers  reporting  around  50— 60  pounds  per 
colony  and  others  as  low  as  10-20  pounc".  s.

West_of  Cascades.^    Temperatures  along  the  coast  have  teen  "below  nonaal 
with  a  delayed  season  still  in  evidence.    There  ha.ve  been  some  heavy  frosts  in 
both  southern  Oregon  and  the  Willamette  Valley.    Moisture  content  of  soil  and 
present  condition  of  honey  plants  should  provide  a  satisfactory  flov/,  although  • 
it  will  be  unusually  late.    Winter  losses  in  small  apiaries  and  farm  yards  are 
running  high.    Some  replacement  of  package  bees  is  reported.    Most  colonies  are 
said  to  be  strong  smd  working  in  the  supers,  a  little  swarming  is  reported,  and 
,  a  fe\}  colonics  show  dwindling.    In  certain  localities  all  colonics  are  short  of 
stores  and  will  require  feeding.    Bees  are  working  on  vine  maple,  Scotch  bloom 
is  in  full  bloom,  and  together  with  lupin,  dandelion,  vine  maple,  and  other 
wild  flowers,  should  supply  a  good  honey  flov/  but  the  laeather  has  not  been 
conducive  to  bee  activity.

Bas^t_of  Cas^cadesj^  Unusually  cool  weather  with  considerable  rain  has  pre- 
vailed during  the  period  Just  closed.     The  colonieij  which  were  placed  in  orchards 
during  the  fruit  blossom  season  gathered  an  abundance  of  nectar  and  pollen  on  the 
suitable  days.     They  are  all  stocked  with  stores  and  there  should  be  little  feed- 
ing required  unless  conditions  cliange.

Bees  are  building  up  very  well  and  broodrearing  is  progress- 
ing; some  sv/arming  is  reported,    Feeding  may  be  necessary  to  carry  the  bees  throu^ 
to  the  main  flow,  especially  if  the  weather  does  not  warm  up.     Sales  f,o.b,. 
extracted  Alfalfa-Clover  in  case  to  ton  lots  12-13|^S  some  single  60s  13|<^,  in 
5-ro.  pails  17-19{^  per  lb.;  12,  17-oz.  jars  $2.77-2,93.

Some  feeding  is  necessary 
now  but  colony  condition  is  a  week  to  ten  days  ahead  of  schedule  aiid  bees  should 
be  ready  for  the  first  alfalfa  crop  which  will  be  early.    Package  bees  are ^ late 
in  delivery,  and  due  to  transportation  difficulties  in  many  cases  arrived  in  poor 
condition.     Some  buj'-ers  are  offering  advance  contracts  at  ceiling  prices. 
X  Wyoming.    Temperatures  mostly  have  been  subnormal,  with  frost  or  freezing 

-temper a^tures  general,  but  no  materia-1  damage  resulted.    Beneficial  precipitation 
,'   v/as  general  also.    Bees  are  about  all  out  of  winter  quarters  and  light  losses 
are  reported.    Feeding  was  necessary  to  carry  them  through,  but  now  they  are 
making  a  living  and  are  in  good  condition.    Many  package  bees  were  ordered  and

Montana,    Ample  rains  with  cool  and  cloudy  v/cathcr  liave  prevailed  in  this 
State.  '  Clovers  and  a.lfalfa  look  fine.    Dandelions 'are  beginning  to  bloom, but 
warmth  and  sunshine  are  badly  needed  so  that  the  bees  can  got  the  nectrjr  and^ 
pollen.     Stores  h^vo  been  used  up  closely  and  some  heavy  feeding  may  be  required 
before  the  main  flow  comes  on.    Colonies  are  brooding  v/ell  and  average  three  to 
four  frames  of  brood  per  colony.    Many  inquiries  a-re  being  received  in  regard  to 
the  coming  crop,  but  no  contro-cts  are  reported  at  this  time. 

Idaho,_  Weather  in  Southern  Idalio  has  been  cool  and  windy.    Bees  are  in 
good  condition,  but  with  the  dandelions  over  there  is  very  little  for  them  to 
?/ork  on  at  this  time. 

Utahj.      After  a  period  of  good  weather  frosts  have  occurred  in  much  of  the 
northern  and  western  parte  of  the  Stat^.    There  have  been  some  rain  and  snow  on  -the 
higher  summits.    Fruit  blossoms  and  dandelions  furnished  a  heavy  flow,  the  bees 
gathering  more  honey  for  food  from  these  isources  than  they  have  gathered  in  a 
nuraber  of  seasons.     The  locusts  are  coning  into  bloom  now.    Winter  losses  were 
light  and  bees  have  built  up  well.    The  brood  nests  are  heavy  and  strong  hives 
Bxo  starting  queen  cells.    Some  swarming  is  reported  which  is  earlier  than  usual* 
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Nevadaj,      Cool  windj^  -/eather  han  prevailed  over  the  last  several  days, 
with  frost  in  some  districts.    Hea\7'  loss  of  friit  is  reported  in  some  sections 
due  to  late  frosts.    Bees  are  in  good  con?.ition  but  are  consuming  stores  rapdily. 
Feeding  will  "be  necessary  if  weather  does  not  Decorne  milder, 

ARIZOITA:     (Period  April  23-May  7) 

Temperatures  have  oeeii  aoout  avera:%-e  for  this  season.    Light  scattered 
showers  are  reported  in  higher  elevations  in  the  north  Trat  elsev;here  rather  too 
dry  conditions  prev£'.il.    Hesquite  is  in  bloom  and  catsclaw  is  budding.  Prospects 
are  for  a  loni-^^er  honey  flow  than  usual  from  mesquite  and  catsclaw  should  produce 
\;ell.    Difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  package  bees  and  where  orders  have 
been  filled  they  are  from  two  to  four  weeks  late.     Some  extracting  of  Mesquite 
honey  is  reported,  and  it  is  of  good  color  and  flavor.

THE  1942_CANADIAII  HONEY  CROP 

The  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  in  cooperation  with  the  Dominion  and 
Provincirl  Depai'tmcnts  of  Agriculture  issues  May  13,  1943  a  third  report  on  honey 
production  in  Canada  in  1942. 

^JvIARY 

The  third  estimate  of  the  1942  honey  crop,  24,086,100  pounds,  is"^3.4 
million  pounds  or  12.4  per  cent  smaller  than  the  revised  estimate  of  the  19-1-1 
crop  which  is  now  placed  at  27,487,700  pounds.  Although  records  were  csta"blishcd 
in  1942  in  the  nun"bers  of  "beekeepers  and  colonies  yields  were  generally  low  and 
the  total  crop  was  "bclov;  average  in  size. 

In  spite  of  a  smaller  volujie  of  production,  however,  the  1942  crop  of 
honey  and  v.'ax  is  valued  at  $3,505,000,  which  is  $190,200  or  5.4  per  cent  higher 
thjsn  the  value  of  the  1941  crop.    Practically  the  entire  crop  has  "been  marketed 
at  an  average  return  to  the  producers  of  13.9  cents  per  pound.     This  is  2.4  cents 
per  pound  liigher  than  the  average  prix;e  paid  for  the  1941  crop.     Some  further 
e::prjision  is  expected  in  apiculture  during  the  1943  season. 

PRODUCTION 

The  1942  Canadian  honey  crop  totaled  24,086,100  pounds  as  compared  vdth 
27,487,700  poujids  in  1941,  a  decrease  of  3.4  million  pounds  or  12.4  per  cent. 
Although  num"i3crs  of  "beekeepers  a:id  colonies  were  the  highest  on  recoi'd,  average 
^^elds  -wero  .disapivDintingl;.'-  Io^t,  the  average  for  the  Dominion  "being  only  56 
pounds  jicr  hive.    Sliarp  declines  in  production  from  the  previous  year  v/ere  re- 
corded in  tliTce  of  the  main  producing  provinces,  the  decrease  amounting  to  35 
per  cent  in  Ontario,  37  per  cent  in  i.Ianito"ba  and  20  per  cent  in  Al"bcrta,  These 
declines  were  only  partially  offset  "by  larger  crops  in  the  other  provinces. 

The  distri'bution  of  loroduction  in  pounds  follov;s  "by  provinces  in  order  of 
magnitude,  with  the  revised  estimates  for  1941  in  "brackets;  Ontario  7,800,000 
(12,000,000),  Saskatchewan  4,947,100  (2,966,500);  Queoec  4,025,900  (3,042,600); 
ilr^-itoV-  3,142,000  (4,970,000);  iilhcrta  2,500,000  (3,120,000);  British  Cclui.ihia 
1,333,500  (1,159,000);    New  Bi-unswick  225,000  (124,800);  Nova  Scotia  78,000 
(82,600);  Prince  Edward  Island  33,500  (12,200).

SUinvIARY 

The  weather  during  this  period  v/as  romewhat  bacl:ward  and  unfavorable 
to  bees  in  most  sections  of  the  country  excepting  the  Southern  States.  Rain- 
fall was  excessive  in  most  of  the  northeastern,  northcentral ,  aaid  plains 
areas.    During  the  early  part  of  the  period  temperatures  v/ere  somev/hat  below 
normal  in  all  the  northern  States  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.    In  the 
southern  States  fairly  /-.-ood  honey  flov/s  are  under  way.     Tlie  citrus  flovf  in 
California  and  Florida  is  practically  over  and  considerable  Orange  honey  is 
moving  to  marhet.     In  Louisiana  good  surpluses  of  White  Olovcr  honey  are  be~ 
ing  reported.     Tlie  Texas  and  New  Mexico  honey  flov/  so  far  has  been  rather 
disappointing.     In  the  northern  States  the  early  spring  flov;  is  pretty  well 
over  and  in  many  sections  unfavorable  weather  conditions  have  forced  bees  to 
consume  most  of  this  production.     In  fact  iii  some  States  considerable  feeding 
will  be  necessary  to  carry  the  bees  through  to  the  main  suinmcr  flows.     In  most 
sections  of  the  country  plant  conditions  are  favorable.    In  the  Intermountain 
area  some  alfalfa  was  lost  from  winter  killing  and  in  the  Northcentral  and 
Plains  Aroa.s  considerable  damage  was  reported  to  clovers.     Considerable  concern 
is  being  expressed  over  the  acreage  of  clover  and  alfalfa  being  turned  to 
other  crops.    Production  of  package  bees  in  the  South  is  ncaring  an  end, 
although  orders  continue  to  cone  in,  much  lator  thn,n  normal.    Many  Northern 
beekeepers  arc  having  considerable  difficulty  in  finding  package  bees  and  queens 
to  replace  v/intor  losses  and  manj''  are  rcccivin';  their  packa.ges  much  later  than 
they  had  anticipated  or  had  hoped  for. 

Very  little  old  crop  honey  remains  either  in  producers  or  packers  hands. 
Some  bottlers  have  been  im.porting  fairly  large  quantities  of  honey,  mostly  from 
Cuba.    Demand  for  new  crop  Southern  honey  is  far  in  excess  of  offerings.  Honey 
dealers  and  bottlers  are  actively  trying  to  contract  the  1943  crop  in  all 
sections.    Practically  all  large  lot  sales  of  honey,  both  old  and  new  crop,  arc 
being  made  at  ceiling  levels  regardless  of  flavor  and  color. 

During  recent  months  G-overnment  authorities  liave  been  making  it  possible 
for  farmers  of  various  kinds  to  obtain  a^^^ri cultural  equipment  more  simply.  In 
many    instances  supplies  for  which  priority  applications  v;ere  considered 
necessary  can  now  be  secured  on  certificates  which  can  be  obtained  from  the 
local  County  Vifar  Board,    Further,  in  cases  in  v/hich  the  value  of  the  required 
critical  material  (malting  it  necessary  to  obtain  priority  assistance)  is  not 
more. than  $500,  even  PD-IA  application  con  be  processed  or  approved  by  the 
regional  War  Production  Board  office  and  not  delaj'ed  by  referring  them  to 
Washington.    More  than  80  percent  of  all  PD-IA  applications  involving  the  use  of 
critical  material  will  now  be  hcuidlcd  entirely  by  WFB  field  officials. 

Som.e  supplies  require  no  approval  or  authorization  of  any  kind.  Most 
bee  supplies  cone  in  this  group,  though  such  equipment  as  honey  taiil.es,  filling, 
bottling,  or  labeling  machinery,  etc.,  requiring  critical  material,  still  re- 
quire priority  applications.    It  is  suggested  that  whenever  beekeepers  or 
packers  of  honey  need  additional  equipment  that  they  make  preliminary  inquiry 
of  the  local  Count;/  War  Board  to  see  v/hother  authorization  or  assistance  is 
necossai'y  to  obtain  it,  and  if  so  ho\r  this  can  most  readil'^^  be  secured. 


CUBA  ISSUES  REG-UIATIONS  REGABDIITG-  SXPORTIIIG  OF  HOiSY 


On  May  5,  1943  President  Batista  of  Cuba  issued  a  series  of  "Regulations 
for  the  Export  of  Bees'  Koney",     These  require  (l)  that  all  ercporters  of  honey 
must  be  registered;  (2)  that  honey  cleaning  or  filtering  plants  must  be 
licensed,  and  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  permit  of  "absolute  cleanliness; 
adequate  light  and  ventilation;  one  or  more  tajiks  or  vats  of  galvanized  iron 
or  v/ith  cemented  walls  and  bottom;  metal  cloth  strainers  or  \SGreens  ofSIB^mesh 
(wires)  per  linear  inch  minimujn,  v/hich  must  not  be  of  iron  and  must  be  in 
sanitary  and  so^and  condition;  **and  tanks**  which  must  be  of  wood,  galvanized 
iron  or  ordinary  iron,  if  the  inside  of  soxie  is  treated  in  such  a  maimer  as  to 
avoid  contact  of  the  honey  with  the  iron,"    For  containers  the  re.^.lations 
permit  "only  8-hoop  barrels,  duly  paraffined  or  silicatcd,  or  new  5-.gallon  cans. 
The  barrels  nay  be  new  or  second-hnxid,  but  in  the  latter  case  they  must  09  well 
cleaned  on  the  inside  and  have  no  odoh  which  the  honey  might  absorb,"  all' 
containers  destined  for  o;>:port  must  carry  the  license  nui.iber  of  the  plant. 
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Export  inspectors  assigned  to  the  d.ocl:s  nust  inspect  at  least  10  percent  of  all 
packages  of  honey  shipped  or  intended  to  >e  shipped."    The  re^^ulations  also 
require  that  "Bees'  honey  must,  of  course,  be  exported  free  fror.  all  impurities 
and  in  a  condition  of  perfect  cleanlinec^s.    Otherwise  the  shipnent  shall  he 
rejected  until  the  condition  required  for  its  export  has  "been  conx^ilied  with," 
By  the  inspection  v/hich  the  reg-U-lations  call  for  it  is  hoped  that  the  present 
difficulties  which  nuch  Cuhan  honey  encounters  after  reaching  American  ports 
nay  "be  avoided. 


04.IK)MIA__PgiNTS:_(Period  May  6-24) 

SoutherTi_California,    Generally  clear,  warn  weather  prevailed  in  Southern^ 
California  dxiring  most  of  this  period.    Along  the  coast  there  wore  some  high 
fogs  and  cool  nights.    In  the  valley  and  desert  areas  high,  dry  winds  caused  sonc 
decrease  in  the  nectar  flow  for  sa,ge.    Despite  this  prospects  are  favorable  for 
a  fairly  heavy  sage  flow.    Most  bees  have  been  moved  from  the  orcliard  sections 
and  are  now  v/orking  on  sage,  xvild  alfalfa,  black  mustard,  and  various  other  wild 
floT/ers.    Some  bees  are  being  moved  to  buckv;hcat,  which  is  just  beginning  to 
bloom.    The  orange  flow  was  fairl3i'  good,-  averaging  in  most  sections  around  60 
pounds  per  colony,  vjith  some  beekeepers  reporting  yields  somewhat  higher*  Many 
producers  feel  that  the  orange  honey  crop  was  the  best  in  yield,  color,  and. body 
secured  in  several  years.  It  is  running  Extra  light  Amber  to  Water  White, mostly 
White  to  Water  Wh?.to.    !Extracting  and  delivery  of  Orange  honey  has  been  active, 
vdth  demand  run-nji^g  far  ahead  of  supply.    All  sales  of  this  variety  have  been 
reported  at  *,he  ceiling  level  of  $14,40  per  case  of  120  pounds,  f.o.b,  country 
points,  regardless  of  color,    A  ferj  small  lots  of  Extra  Light  Amber  Mixed 
riowers  sold  at  $14.10  per  case,  f.o.b,  country  points.    Very  little  beeswax 
is  available.     Sales  were  reported  at  the  coiling  of  4:l^(p  per  lb,  cash,  45^^  per 
ib,  in  trade,  f.o.b.  country  points. 

Imperial_Valle2;._  Considerable  wind  during  this  period,  retarded  gathering 
of  honey.    However,  with  the  warm  weather  bees  have  boon  able  to  store  some 
surplus.    Alfalfa  and  melons  arc  the  prineipol  nectar  sources.    Arrow  weed  is 
about    over  for  this  season.    Buyers  have  boon  activo,  and  present  indications 
are  that  about  h-alf  of  the  1943  crop  in  this  section  has  been  contracted  for. 
All  sales  reported  were  at  coiling  level  of  $14,40  per  case  of  120  poiinds  for 
Light  Amber  Alfalfa, 

Central  Calif ornia_j.  Temperatures  over  most  of  this  district  were  somewhat  • 
above  normal, but  favorable  for  bee  activity.  >  Strong  drying  winds  in  some 
sections  shut  off  the  sage  flow  for  a  short  time,  but  later  reports  indicate 
^hat  this  flow  is  again  picking  up  and  should  soon  be  normal.     The  orange  crop 
is  falling  short  of  earlier  expectations,  with  yields  being  reported  all  the  way 
from  10  to  50  pounds  per  colony,  with  the  average  for  the  district  as  a  whole 
probably  running  ai-'ound  40  pounds.    The  color  ond  flavor  of  the  Orange  honey  is 
reported  to  be  very  good,    A  little  nectar  is  available  from  second  cutting 
alfalfa,  but  usually  no  appreciable  surplus  is  made  until  the  third  cutting. 
Buyers  are  actively  taking  oil  Orange  honey  in  sight  at  ceiling  prices.

Hcrthern_Cali^fornia._    During  the  earlj^-  part  of  this  period  rather 
frequent  cold  north  v/inds  and  cloudy  days  caused  many  colonies  to  consuxie  most 
of  their  stores  in  some  sections  of  the  Sacramento  Valley.     5omc  colonies  were 
reported  on  the  verge  of  sta.rvation,  while  a  few  beekeepers  wore  feeding  to 
naintadn  colony  strength,  espociallj/-  in  those  colonics  from,  which  package  bees 
had.    been  taken.    Toward  the  end  of  the  month  v/eathcr  conditions  were  more 
favorable,  with  tem.poratures  running  nbove  normal.    Present  prospects  are 
excellent  for  star  thistle  and  various  mountain  wild  flowers.

"     We^tjof  Cas^cadesj^    Temperatures  ha.ve  been  somewhat  below  normal  during  most 
of  this  period  with  intermittent  showers  in  the  lower  altitudes  rnd  light  frosts 
in  the  mountains.    Plant  growth  has  been  slow,    Ucxiy  colonics  are  somewhat  wooakcr 
than  they  were  several  weeks  earlier,  due  to  the  fact  that  adverse  weather  con- 
ditions prevented  them  from  gathering  much  early  nectar.    Some  sv/arming  has  been 
reported.    Along  the  coast  ojid  in  the  Willoxiette  Valley  bees  are  working  on  Scotch 
brocim,  lupin,  white  clover,  cascara  and  various  berries.    The  flow  from  common 
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vetch  is  increasing.    Wliile  the  season  is  late  it  is  e::pected  that. vetch  will 
yield  fairly  well  although  the  acreage  is  sonewhat  lighter  thanin  recent  years 
so  that  the  total  production  fron  this  source  nay  be  disappointing.    Allaiia  is 
naMng  a  good  growth,    little  honey  is  available  and  no  sales  were  reported. 

East  of  Cascades^    Cool,  rainy,  windy  weather  has  prevented  hees  fron 
working"d^Iring  rmch  of  this  period.    Wild  plants  in  the  hills  have  hlooned  well 
and  locusts  are  now  in  full  bloon  hut  weather  has  prevented  hees  fron  gathering 
nuch  nectar.    Consunption  of  stores  during  this  period  has  been  heavier  than 
nornal.    One  progressive  beekeeper  in  the  Yaliina  Valley  reports  that  his  scale 
hive  lost  twelve "pounds  during  this  fifteen  day  period.     Sonc  feeding  nay  be 
necessary  as  there  will  be  few  flowers  available  until  the  nain  alfalfa  and 
clover  flow.    Unusual  interest  has  been  shovm  on  the  part  of  amateurs    m  this 
section. 

INTEMOimTAIN  HEGIOl^l    (Period  May  7-24) 

Weather  conditions  over  r.ost  of  the  Intornountain  area  were  far  less 
favorable  than  earlier  in  the  season.    For  the  area  as  a  whole  the  ai.-iount  of^ 
honey  gathered  fron  the  fruit  bloon  and  dandelion  flow  was  rather  disappointing 
and  in  nany  cases  such  honey  as  v/as  gathered  has  been  cons-aned  during  recent 
weeks.    In  nany  yards  feeding  will  be  necessary  to  carry  the  bees  through  to  the 
nain  alfalfa  and  clover  flows.    Moisture  conditions  appear  favorable  except  on 
the  Western  Slope  of  Colorado  where  the  winter  snowfall  and  spring  run- off  were 
lighter  than  nornal.    In  the  alfalfa  areas  of  Utah,  Idaho,  and  Montana  winter 
killing  was  quite  severe  and  sone  acreage  is  being  turned  under.    In  sone  sections 
there  appears  to  be  sone  ovcr-stocld,ng  of  bees.    Ko  offerings  or  sales  of  honey 
were  reported  during  this  period,    A  few  snail  lots  of  bcesv;ax  noved  at  the 
ceiling  of  41-j^  per  lb,  cash  to  beekeepers.    Details  by  States  follov;: 

Colorado_.  _  The  weather  has  been  unseasonably^  cold  and  v;indy  during  nost 
of  this  period,  with  two  snov;  storns  around  the  niddlc  of  the  nonth  in  sonc  of 
the  nountain  sections.    Wliile  sonc  nectar  was  ga.therod  during  the  early  part  of 
the  season,  little  was  available  fron  the  last  half  of  the  fruit  bloon. _ 
Most  colonies  have  consuraed  nost  of  the  early"-  stores  gathered  and  nany  are  now 
being  fed  to  carry  then  through  to  the  alfalfa  and  clover  i"low.    On  the  Western 
Slope  the  winter  snowfall  v;as  less  than  norrial  v;hich  resulted  in  a  vory  light 
spring  Cun-off  corA  a  lighter  than  nornal  supply  of  irrigation  water. 

Wyonin/^*    Over  nost  of  the  State  May  rainfall  has  been  nornal  or  slightly 
heavier  than  nornal.     Colonies  are  generally  strong  for  this  season  because  of  the 
v/arn  April,  but  little  nectar  was  gathered  in  nost  sections  due  to  the  fact  that 
bees  were  unable  to  work  during  nuch  of  May.     Considerable-  alfalfa  acreage  has 
been  plowed  under  for  beans  and  grain.     In  sone  of  the  irrigated  sections  there 
has  been  sonc  over-stocking  of  bees  \/hich  nay  cut  colony  yields. 

Uontana._    The  first  half  of  Hay  was  unusually  cool  over  nost  of  Montana. 
Most  beekeepers  report  very  little  nectar  gathered  fron  dandelions  although  the 
bloon  was  fairly  good.    On  the  other  hand,  one  largo  beekeeper  in  southwestern 
Montana  reported  that  liis  bees  stored  aro-ond  40  i^ounds  per  colony  iron  this 
flow.    Many  colonies  arc  in  strong  condition,  v;hilc  others  arc  weok.     It  has  been 
difficult  to  obtain  packages  and  queens  to  nalce  up  winter  losses,  and  sone  bee- 
keepers report  that  shipnents  of  package  bees  are  coning  through  in  rather  poor 
condition.    Considerable  v/inter  loss  of  alfalfa  was  reported.    Much  of  this 
acrea.'^e  is  being  plowed  up  and  reseeded  to  grain. 

I_daho,_  The  early  part  of  this  period  was  cold  v/ith  sone  freezing  at 
night,  while  toward  the  end  of  the  period  days  were  warner.    Dandelions  otq 
seeding  rapidly,  but  it  is  hoped  that  bees  nay  be  able  to  obtain  sufficient 
iiGctar  fron  this  som-ce  to  last  then  until  alfcdfa  begins  to  bloon.    Much  of  the 
alfalfa  over  tv/o  yooxs  old  was  winter  killed  in  the  Upper  Snake  Hiver  Yallcy. 
New  plantings  of  clover  and  alfalfa  suffered  sonewhat  fron  late  frosts, 

Utah_j_  _  Throvughout  the  State  as  a  whole  bees  are  in  fairly  good  condition. 
In         northern  Utah  considerable  nectar  v;as  gathered  fron  dandclio2i  ond  fruit 
oloon  during  April,  but  since  that  tine  there  has  been  a  dearth  of  nectar 

and  around  the' niddlc  of  May  weather  conditions  were  rather  unfavorable  so  that 
consui-iption  of  stores  was  quite  heavy.    Considerable  swarning  ha.s  been  reported. 
In  southv/cstern  Utrii  a  noderate  crop  of  honey  has  been  obtained.    In  the  Northern 
fruit  sections  nanjr  bees  have  been  lost  fron  v/hat  appears  to  have  been  poisoning, 
althoUfjh  the  exact  cause  of  this  poisoning  has  not  been  deternined  to  date. 

Kevada_5_     Heav;^'-  frosts  occurred  over  nuch  of  western  and  northern  Nevada 
freezing  sonc  fruit  bloon  pnd  injiu'ing  alfalfa  rnd  other  nectar-producing  plants. 
In  sone  cases  feeding  vdll  be  necessary  to  carry  the  bees  until  new  bloon  appears. 

.^IZONA;_  (Period  May  7-24) 

The  Mesnuite  flov/  is  practically  over.    The  crop  v;as  only  fair  for  the 
Sta.te  as  a  whole.    The  flow  y/as  fairly  good  along  the  rivers  but  was  very  spotted 
in  the  nountain  and  desert  rJreas.    Catsclaw  is  heavily  loaded  v;ith  bloon  and  should 
yield  well.    Alfalfa  is  blooning.    Only  a.  fcv/  sales  of  honey  were  reported  with 
LL-ht  Anber  Mixed  Flowers  in  case  to  ton  lots  at  12(i  per  lb.,  and  1-lb.  glass  jcxs

Beekeepers  are 
busy  harvesting  a  fair  crop  of  C-^J-ajillo  and  Catsclaw  honey.    A  flow  from  nesquite 
and  cotton  is  expected  during  June.    On  account  of  poor  surmer  prospects,  some 
careful  beekeepers  have  taken  very  little  of  the  spring  crop,  preferring  to  leave 
it  with  the  bees  until  something  else  is  in  sight.    Many  package  bees  are  being 

.  shipjoed  by  express  and  nany  are  going  by  truck.    Demand  for  honey  is  very  good. 
All  fia-st,  extractions -ajre  selling  at  ceiling  prices. 

Southwest  Texas_.    A  few  shov/ers  are  reported  but  not  enough  to  furnish 
sufficient  moisturei    Horsenint  is  in  bloom  but  is  not  producing m uch  nectar. 
Some  beekeepers  reportthat  their  bees  are  not  bringing  in  enough  nectar  to  meet 
feed  requireraents.     Some  honey  brought  in  from  west  Texas,  where  white  brush  and 
catsclaw  are  producing,  is  being  sold  at  30^  per  lb.  in  glass  jars. 

0klahoma»_    Heavy  ,  rains  continued  over  a  ten~day  period.    This  interf erred 
with  bee  activity,  and  slowed  broodrearing  considerably.     Shortage  of  food  in  the 
hives  also  has  retarded  broodrearing.    Due  to  the  yains  the  worker  bees  wore 
unable  to  replenish  the  stores.     Yellow  swoetclover  is  just  conirxg  into  bloon 
and  production  from  that  source  should  be  ample* 

Hew  Mexic_o«_    Hot,  dry  v;inds  with  no  rain  have  prevailed  in  the  Mesilla 
Valley.    Wild  flowers  have  dried  badly,  -  and  with  the  first  alfalfa  cut  there 
is  very  little  for  the  bees  to  y/ork  on  now.    A  little  sweetclovcr  is  starting  to 
bloom.    The  hives  have  about  25  pounds  of  Mesquite  honey  but  beekeepers  hositato. 
to  take  it  off  for  fear  of  disturbing  the  bees  at  this  tine. 

Arkansas^    Hecord  heavy  rains  ^vere  reported  in  some  of  the  honey  producing 
areas.    Holly  and  rattan  have  yielded  very  well.     Some  beekeepers  report  that 
their  colonies  have  produced  over  100  pounds  of  light  colored,  heavy  honey  fron 
holly.

Honey  production  during  the  period  just  closed  was  considerably  curtailed 
over  most  of  the  United  States  by  weather  conditions  and  the  limited  honey 
sources.    In  California  the  oranfce  flow  is  practically  over  so  that  adjustments 
were  necessary'"  to  get  started  on  the  sage  flow.    In  the  Pacific  Horthwest  cool 
or  cold  weather  slowed  up  honey  production  as  well  as  the  fact  that  fruit 
blossoms  and  dandelions  were  over  and  alfo-lfa  was  not  yet  ready  for  the  main 
flow.    In -the  Plains  Area  and  Intermountain  He.'^lon,  although  the  bees  had  made 
good  progress  during  April  and  part  of  May,  except  in  a  few  States,  either 
unusually  cold  weather  or  heavy  rains  during  the  period  just  closed  checked 
activity  so  that  the  bees  consumed  most  of  their  previous  gains  and  in  many 
sections  much  late  feeding  was  required.     In  the  East  Central  and  Horth  Central 
and  the  Northeastern  States  the  backward  spring  together  with  unusually  heavy 
rains  in  most  all  these  States  has  retarded  bee  activity  sjid  provcnted  .the  usual 
spring  build-up  on  fruit  blossoms  and.  otiier  cj^rly  flov/crs  v/hich  would  ha.ve  put 
the  beos  in  condition  for  t?ac  main  flow  from  clover  oiid  alfalfa.    However ,  ' due 
to  excessive  moisture  over  most  of  the  Clover  Bolt,  the  clover  and  alfalfa  arc 
growing  very  well  arid  should  furnish  a  fine  flow.    In  the  South  the  cititis  flow 
is  over,  p-s  is  the  palmetto  flow  in  Florida  and  the  liosquitc  flov/  in  Arizona. 

From  reports  received  it  seems  that  the  number  of  colonics  in  good  condi- 
tion may  be  loss  than  in  previous  years..    Quito  a  fcv  a:.u\tcurs  are  showing 
interest  in  boos  but  many  seasoned  beo]coopcrs  have  found  it  necessary  to  reduce 
or  not  replace  their  full  nuiuber  of  colonies.    Southern  beekeepers  who  ship 
bees  report  that  they  have  depleted  their  colonies  in  their  effort  to  fill  the 
orders  for  package  bees.    Orders  for  oucons  arc  still  being  filled  but  orders 
for  bees  have  been  cancelled  in  many  cases. 

Extracting  of  new  crop  honey  is  progressing  but  shortage  of  help  cind  rush 
of  other  work  has  retarded  it  in  some  places.    Deuand  for  honey  is  very  good. 
Beekeepers  are  receiving  offers  of  contracts  for  their  entire  output. 
Practically  ;ill  large  lot  sales  of  both  nev;  and  old  honey  are  being  mo.de  at 
ceiling  prices.

There  has 
been  a  good  demand  for  both  orange  and.  sage  honey,  and  a  numoor  of  producers  are 
about  sold  out.     Some  extracting  of  orajige  honey  is  still  in  progress.     Sales  of 
all  grades  of  Oronge  hone;/  ranging  from  Extra  Light  Amber  to  Water  Wliite  are 
reported  at  the  ceiling  price  of  $14.40  per  case  of  120  poTinds  f.o.b.  country 
points.    Some  lots  of  Extra  White  to  Water  White  Sa^^e  and  Light  Amber  to  Extra 
Light  Amber  Mixed  Flowers  were  sold  at  $14,40  per  case  of  120  pounds  f.o.b.

Central  Californi^a^    Temperatures  \vere  mostly  belov/  normal  with  consider- 
able fog*  and  cold  v.-inds  in  the  coastal  districts  c'nd  some  wind  in  the  valley, 
regions.    Bees  are  in  fair  condition,  many  colonies  are  belov/  normal  working 
strength.    Beekeepers  are  bringing  their  bees  back  from  the  orange"  districts. 
They  are  working  on  spikeweed,  Ladino  clover,  alfalfa,  and  sa':^e.     Sage  is  ^dold- 
ing  v;ell  in  some  locations,    Buclavheat  looks  promising.    The  orcuige  crop  was 
short  of  expectations  and  on  account  of  labor  shortage  r^i-oducers  ai-e  behind 
vath  their  extracting.

PACIPIC  NORTHWEST:  (Period  May  24- June  7)

siderable cloudiness  and  high  fog,  interspersed  with  some  warm.,  sunny  days% 
Alfalfa  is  doing  well  and  in  southern  Oregon  it  is  starting  to  bloom.  Black-^ 
berry  and  firewood  arc  looking  very  promising  and  should  provide  a  surplus  xxi 
season.    Vetch,  alfalfa,  white  clover,  crimson  clover,  lupin,  Scotch  broom^  and 
other  wild  flowers  should  be  offering  nectar  and  pollen  but  it  is  reported  that 
bees  arenot  working  actively,  indicating  that  they  are  not  getting  feed  from 
these  sources.    Earlier  gains  in  stores  have  been  drav/n  on  heavily  to  continue 
broodrearing.    In  some  patts  of  the  area  strong    colonics  arc  putting  in  about 
a  super  of  comb  honey  per  v;eck,  in  other  sections  noticeable  gains  are  reported. 
High  losses  from  starvation  arc  still  being  reported.     Swarming  is  persistent, 
some  colonics  seem  to  be  preparing  for  a  second  period  of  swarming.

SIM^IARY 

During  most  of  this -period  temperatures  th-roughout  the  Plains  Area  and 
eastward  were  somewhat  above  normal,  vfhile  temperatures  in  the  Interraountain 
and  Pacific  Coast..States  averaged belov/  normal.     Through  the  Plains,  North 
Central  and  Northeast  S/ctions  bees  had  their  .first  opportunity  to  build  up 
any  appreciable  sux-pl;^.     Tlirough  the  svjeetclover  rnd  vfhite  clover  areas  bloom 
was  prolific  during/'inost  of  this  period  and  temperatures  permitted  bees  to  work 
a  good  share  of  tl>e  time.     Those  colonies  that  were  in  strong  condition  v/ere 
able  to  make  considerable  sui'plus  honey.    On  the  other  liojid,  many  colonies  which 
came  through  the  winter  in  poor  condition  and  a2so  many  package  colonies  have 
not  built  up  sufficiently  to  taire  i-Aill  advaaitage  of  this  flow.    Host  of  these 
colonies  liave  by  now  built  up  to  surplus- storing  strength,  however.    In  many  of 
the  northern  States  beekeepers  have  been  miablo  to  replace  all  colonies  v^hich 
were  lost  during  the  past  v/intor  and  in  some  sections  the  number  of  producing 
colonies  is  below  that  of  a  year  ago.     In  the  Intormounto.in  Region,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Colorado,  conditions  wore  very- unfavorable  dui'ing  most  of  this 
period  due  largely  to  cool  temperatures  and  wind.    In  some  of  these  States  bee- 
keepers found  it  necessary  to  feed  bees  through  the  middle  of  June  and  up  to  the 
end  of  June  few  colonics  v/crc  making  much  more  than  a  living.    In  the  Southwest 
and  Pacific  Coast  areas  yields  liavc  in  mort  causes  boon  only  fair,  although  some 
individual  beekeepers  report  very  good  yields  to  date.     The  sa.gc  floxv  in 
California  has  been  spotted  -  in  some  local  areas  almost  a  failure,  others  shov/- 
ing  a  fairly  good  surplus. 

Labor  in  manj'-  sections  is  still  restricting  bee  yard  operations  and 
slowing  up  extracting.    With  the  relatively  high  we-gos  being  paid  in  war 
industry,  beekeepers  are  finding  it  increasingly  difficult  to  hold  skilled  labori 

Very  little  honey  moved  to  narkct  except  on  o.  local  basis  during  this 
period.    Apparently  1942  crop  honey  is  completely  out  of  the  producers'  hands 
a.nd  has  been  almost  entirely  used  up.     Such  new  crop  o.s  Ims  been  extracted  in 
California  and  the  Southern  States  has  moved  out  rea.dily,  mostly  at  coiling 
prices  regardless  of  flavor  or  color,  although  occasional  sales  have  been  made 
above  and  below  ceilings.    Producers  and  buyers  should  bear  in  mind  that  the 
ceiling  prices  set  up  under  Maximum  Price  Regulation  iTo.  275  and  its  five 
amendments  are  still  in  effect.    Any  person  buying  or  selling  honey  at  prices 
above  these  maximxims  is  in  violation  of  the  regulation  .-^nd  mairing  himself  liable 
to  the  penalties  set  up  by  the    regulation.    Copies  of  the  original  WR  275  and 
the  various  amendments  have  been  furnished  to  thorse  on  our  mailing  lists.

TamarioVc  trees  have  started  to  bloom,  about  tvfo  weeks 
earlier  than  normal.  The  flow  so  far  has  run  about  the  sasnc  as  la„st  year. 
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Central  Calif orni^aj_    'lernpercture s  averaged  auove  normal  during  the  first 
part  of  this  period  and  slightly  helov/  nornal  in  the  latter.    Plant  conditions 
are  generally  good  and  colonies  are  in  fair  to  good  condition  to  v/ork  availahle 
sources  "of  nectar.

PAGIPIC  NORTHfffiST:  (Period  June  7-23) 

Wes_t_of  Cas_cades._  In  the  Willamette  Valley  temperatures  have  continued 
below  nornal  with  considerable  rain  except  c3uring  the  closing  days  of  the  period 
v;hen  sunshine  and  clearing  skies  improved  conditions  for  bee  activity.  Uectar 
is  being  gathered  in  this  section  from  vetches,  clovers,  buckbrush,  sad. 
bachelor  button.    Colony  yields  have  been  extremely  spotted,  some  beekeepers 
report  yields  of  20  pounds  or  less  to  date,  v/hile  other  bee]:eepers  report  yields 
from  individual  colonies  running  as  high  as  120  pounds.    Eirev/eed  is  beginning 
to  bloom  in  the  lower  'altitudes.    Over  most  of  the  area  firev/oed  nov/  looks 
favorable.     Some  bees  are  being  moved  to  these  areas.     Cool,  cloudy  v;eather  has 
caused  one  of  the  heaviest  svrarnin^  in  years.    In  southern  Oregon  bees  are  work- 
ing on  clover  and  alfalfa.    An  exceptional  nanzanita  yield  v/as  reported  in  this 
section. 

Ea_st_of  Cas_cados_^    The  weather  in  this  section  has  been  rather  cool  and 
baclcivard,  although  higher  temperatures  the  last  few  days  have  increased  bee 
activity.     The  pea  season  was  at  its  peak  during  this  period  and  cane  berries 
provided  good  pasturage.     In  the  alfalfa  sections  colonics  liave  made  fairlj^  good 
increases  from  alfalfa  and  yellow  sv/cctclovcr .    S\/eetclovcr  scons  to  be  more 
abundant  along  the  roadsides  than  in  past  years.

Utahj^    Cool  v/eathcr  ojid  hca\';;r  -./inds  during  nuch  of  this  period  retarded 
bee  activity,  although  to\7ard  the  end    of  the  period  conditions  v/erc  norc 
favorable,    Pew  sources  of  nectar  arc  available  and  bcos  arc  not  in  as  ;';ood 
condition  generally  spealcing  as  they  were  a  nonth  or  two  earlier, 

Nevada^     Nevada  lias  had  one  of  the  nost  bacb.vard  springs  on  record. 
Cool,  windy  weather  has  been  provalc-it  over  nost  of  the  State  and  not  until 
toward  the  end  of  the  period  were  bees  able  to  nalce  a  living,     Sohe  beel;cepcrs 
arc  still  feeding,

CULL  G0M3S  ?0R  BEESWAX 

Here's  a  way  for  ever/oody  who  keeps  hees  to  do  a  service  for  our  Arny 
and  Havy. 

In  a  good  share  of  the  millions  of  "beehives  in  this  country,  some  of  the 
comhs  are  doing  little  more  than  serving  as  a  nursery  for  drones.     The  wax  in 
these  combs  is  "badly  needed  right  now  in  mc'd<:ing  doaens  of  items  for  our  soldiers 
and  sailors. 

Bee  specialists  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  urge  "beekeepers  to 
go  over  their  hives  sjid  cull  out  the  poorest  com"b  in  each  ten.    Gull  out  the 
conbs  that  liave  large  patches  of  drone  cells.    These  dvone  cells  exe  good  only 
for  storage.     They  are  the  last  to  "be  filled.    7/hat's  morq,  drones  don't  make 
honey,  and  a  large  number  of  drones  means  more  "oces  to  feed  _on  the  honey  supplies 
....Also  cull  out  the  crooked  combs,  hrokcn  combs,  and  the  comhs  the  mice  hci.ve 
chewed.    Replace  them  with  shoots  of  foundation  to  o"btain  the  "bettor-built  com"bs 
during  this  year's  flovi  of  honey. 

Right  now  v;hile  the  ne^.7  flov/  of  honey  is  coming  on  is  the  ideal  time  to 
cull.    The  "bees  can  "build  more  nev/  combs  now  tha.n  at  an;'  othor  time.     The  culling 
v\rill,not  seriously  cut  honey  production. 

The  Department  specialists  point  ov.t  that  culling  the  poor  com.hs  is  a 
paying  practice  at  any  time.    With  good  i;orkor  combs,  the  bees  can^work  more 
efficiently,  the  hives  have  fcv;cr  dronos  to  cat  up  the  hono^-  the  v/orkers  nialcc, 
the  bees  are  loss  likely  to  swam.    And  with  v;a::  bringing  <'.l-l/2  cents  a  potmd 
cash  and  43-1/2  cento  in  trade,  the  culling  also  pays  in  dollars  and  cents* 

But  more  important  th.an  the  money  from  the  w.ax  —  or  oven  the  improvement 
in  the  hives  —  is  the  contribution  boGkocpcrs  can  malcc  through  providing  wax 
for  war  needs. 

With  more  wax  needed  for  './ar  materials  and  v/ith  loss  wax  coming  in  from 
other  countries,  v;c  have  to  depend  more  on  wax  from  o\xr  bocs  hero  at  home. 

So  cull  the  poor  combs  in  your  hives  and  soil  the  wax  to  the  dealer  from 
v/hom  you  get  your  beekeeping  supplies,  or  to  some  other  bvi;,-cr. 


PROTECT  BEESWAX  FROM  MOTHS 

With  our  imports  of  beeswax  limited  by  the  war,  raid  with  a.  short  crop  of 
honey  last  year,  we  have  to  save  ovcry  pound  of  v;ax  v/e  produce  here  at  home  to 
meet  our  Army  and  Navy  needs  for  beeswax. 

Bee  specialists  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  say  that  v;e 
probably  lose  more  beeswax  from  damage  by  the  wax  moth  than  from  ajiy  other  one 
cause. 

When  the  bee  colonies  are.  strong,  the  bees  themselves  keep  the  v;ax  moth 
under  control.     The  big  loss  of  v/ax  comes  after  the  beekeeper  takes  the  combs 
out  of  the  hives  and  stores  them. 

To  prevent  loss  of  wax,  the  bee  specialists  recor.ncnd  stacking  up  supers 
of  combs  as  tightly  as  possible  after  extracting  the  honey.     Then  after  sealing 
all  cracks  bctv/een  supers  v/ith  gummed  paper  .fuj?dgate  with  para-di-chloro-ben-zene, 
or  some  other  funigant.     Incidentally,  par o^-di-chloro-bcn- zone  is  the  same 
material  you  use  to  control  the  ordinary  clothes  moth. 

After  you've  fumigated  the  combs  and  fraiacs,  inspect  them  every  tv/o  or 
three  weeks  during  the  simmer,  because  the  fumigiition  docs  not  destroy  the  eggs. 
If  you  see,  fresh  pigns^  of  the  wax  moth,  fumigate  again. 

If.  you  have  wax  around  you  won't  use,  sell  it  before  the  wax  moth  gets  a 
chance  at  it,

of  comb  and  wax  —  to  provide  bccsv/ax  used  in  malcing  shells,  planes,  and  other 
v;ar  materials*

The  v/eather  during  the  first  half  of  July  was  very  favorable  for  hoth 
honey  plants  and  "bee  activity  in  nea.rly  all  sections  of  the  country.  Sxcept 
for  the  Soutliwest  raoisture  conditions  continue  favora"ble  for  plant  grov/th, 
although  in  Ohio  and  parts  of  the  far  Southeast  excessive  -rainfall  has  cut 
nectar  secretion.     In  the  llortheast,  North  Central  and  Plains  aA'eas  the  clover 
.flow  is  now  at  its  height,  cJid  good  surpluses  are  "being  "built  up  in  most  States, 
The  heavy  rainfall  of  the  spring  and  early  summer  over  the  clover  a.rea  put 
plants  in  unusually  good  condition.     In  t>Le  northern  State's  "basowood  is  now 
/olooraing,  "iout  in  most  areas  the  "bloom  lia.s  r>een  "belov/  normal  and  no  large  amounts 
of  Basswood  honey  have  "been  storedi    A  fairly  good  surpluis  is  "being  made  in 
Colorado,   out  little  honej/"  has  been  stored  to  date  in  the  other  States  of  the 
Intermouoitain  R^egion.  ..Due  to  the  late  spring  in  this  area  many  colonies  have 
just  "built  up  to  surplus  storing  strength.    The  sage  and  "uutkwheat  flow  in 
Southern  California  is  about  average,  v.'hile  the  honey  flow  in  central  and 
northern  California  is  currently  running  a  little  less  thaji  normal*  Extracting 
is  quite  general  in  the  Southeast,  Southxvest  and  in  southerh  California.  Little 
clover  honey  is  yet  ripe  and  about  the  only  extraction  of  this  honey  to  date 
has  been  for  loct^l  consumption,  except  in  Louisiana,  where  clover  honey  has  been 
moving  for  several  weeks. 

Buyers  liave  been  unusually  active  in  all  parts  of  the  country  in  attempts 
to  contract  the  1943  crop  at  ceiling  levels.    Little  attention  is  being  paid  'hy 
buyers  to  flavor  or  color  of  honey,  ceiling  prices  being  bid  for  nearly  every- 
thirxg  except  the  very  poorest  grades.    An  unusual  number  of  sales  by  producers 
to  local  retailers  tind  consumers  are  beizij^  reported.    Tliis  has  limited  the 
quantities  of  honey  moving  to  regular  v/holosalers  and  pa.ckers  in  many  areas. 
Considerable  beesv/ax,  mostly  in  s.mall  lots,  is  moving  to  market  in  all  sections 
of  the  country.    Practically  all  becsv/ax  is  moving  a.t  the  ceiling  of  41-^f.'^  cash, 
and  43j^  in  trade  f.o.b,  to  beekeepers.    Labor  shortage  in  nearlj'"  all  sections 
is  hampering  large  commercial  beekeepers  in. the  movement  of  their  bees  to  new 
locations  and  also  in  extracting  of  the  new  crop.

Southern_Cali^f ornia.    Weather  conditions  have  been  favorcible  in  most 
sections  during  this  period.,  although  some  coastal  areas  reported  temperatures 
a  little  too  lovi  for  best  nectri.r  secretion.    Most  honey  plants  are  holding  up 
well.     Some  bees  ai*e  being  moved  to  the  bean  acres  £md  some  to  higher  altitudes 
where  sage  aiid  wild  buckwheat  ai-e  Just  coming  on.    Deerv/eed,  suna.c,  tarv;eed, 
horehound,  bluecurls,  sv/ectclover ,  v/hite  clover  and  toyon  are  also  yielding. 
In  the  irrigated  valleys  second  crop  alfalfa  lias  largelj^  been  cut,  but  boos  are 
still  able  to  malce  a  living  and  in  some  sections  store  a  slight  surplus.  Brush 
fires  in  San  Diego  and  Mverside  Coxmties  have  destroyed  considerable  valuable 
bee  pasture.    Moderate  to  good  yields  of  Sage  and  Sage-Buck-^.7heat  honey  are  being 
reported  in  the  principal  producing  areas.    Reports  indicate  that  a  majority  of 
the  Orange  honey  has  been  sold  by  beekeepers,  although  they  arc  still  holding 
some  fairly  laxge  lots.    Demand  for  all  honey  continues  heavy  with  all  grades 
and  flavors  moving  at  the  ceiling  of  $14,40  per  case  of  120  pounds,  f.o.b, 
shipping  point, 

I}n£erial_'V'allcy;,    Weather  and  colony  conditions  arc  normal  for  this 
season,    AlfrJ-fa  and  sv/ectclover  a.re  now  producing  well  and  tamarisk  trees  are 
beginning  to  bloom.     Such  extracting  as  has  been  completed  indicates  a  normal 
crop  to  date.    Much  of  the  Alfalfa  honey  in  the  Imperial  VaJLley  has  been  con- 
tracted and  some  has  moved  to, market  at  the  ceiling  of  $14.40  per  case  of  120 
pounds,  f.o.b,  shipping  point,  regardless  of  color. 

Central  GaliJ"o_rni^a_^    Temperatures  below  normal  prevailed  during  the  first 
part  of  this  period.

Bees 
are  generally  in  good  condition.     The  flow  of  nectar  from  most  sources  is 
running  somewhat  below  normal.

H;orthern_California.    Cool  weather  .prevailed  over  most  of  Northern 
California  during  this  period,    3ccs  in  the  valleys  have  built  up  fairly  well 
but  in  the  mountain  sections  many  colonies  are,  still  below  full  storing  strength. 
A  few  beekecp&rs  are  still  feeding.    Many  colonics  are  being  moved  from  the 
mountains  to  the  valleys  for  the  lima  beans  and  yellow  star  thistle  flow. 
Alfalfa,  lippia,  Ladino  clover,  carrots,  and  asparagus  are  also  producing  in 
valley  locations.    In  the  mountains  some  nectar  is  being  obtained  from  snowbrush 
and  late  buckbinish.    Star  thistle  now  appears  about  normal.    So  far  little  honey 
has  been  offered  in  this  district.

PACinC  NORTF^ST;     (Period  June  24-July  7)  ' 

-  ]|est  of  Cascades.,     Temperature  records  indicate  the  summer  in  all 
sections  fest  of  the  Cascades  has  been  one  of  the  coolest  in  the  past  ten  years. 
There  have  been  many  days  when  bees  could  fly  but  short  distajices  because  of  rain 
or  wind.,     '/etch,  alfalfa,  Canadian  thistle,  and  various  wild  flowers  are  furnish- 
ing ccnsiderable  feed  ar.d  a  little  su.rplus.   "Most  of  these  honey  plants,  however, 
are  maturing  rapidly  and  will  come  to  the  end  of  their  secretion  period  very 
shortly  in  the  Willojnette  Valley.    Many  bees  are  being  moved  to  fireweed,  which 
is  blooming  two  to  throe  -jcoks  later  than  normal.    Apparently  there  is  some 
shortage  of  fireweed  pla.nts  considering  the  district  as  a  whole,  but  such  plants 
as  are  available  are  in  excellent  condition  with  indications  of  a  heavy  bloom. 
Some  vetch  and  vine  maple  lioney  is  being  extracted.    Yields  are  extremely 
varia.ble,  running  from  extremely  lev;  to  close  to  normal.    In  the  Rogue  River 
Valley-bees  and  plants  are  in  good  condition,  but  the  v;ea,ther  has  not  been 
especially  favorable  for  the  storing  of  a  large  surplus.    Mustard  and  various 
clovers  yielded  during  this  period.     Tlie  clover  hay  crop  has  mostly  been  harvested 

Eas_t_of  Cas^cadcs^    Temperatures  have  been  very  favora.blo.     In  most 
locations  alfalfa  and  sweetclover  are  yielding  well,  with  some  additional  honey 
coming  in  from    .asparagtis  and  mustard.    A  good  yield  was  reported  from  locust  in 
southeastern  Washington  and  northeastern  Oregon.    Scale  colonies  are  storing  at 
the  rate  of  three  to  four  pounds  per  day,  vdth  the  heaviest  flow  from  alfalfa 
still  to  come  during  the  latter  part  of  July  and  early  part  of  August.    In  general 
prospects  in  this  area  appear  nornal  or  slightly  better  than  normal.    Most  of  th^ 
honey  so  far  extracted,  in  the  Northv/est,  both  cast  and  v;est  of  the  Cascades,  is 
being  sold  locally  and  to  roadside  shoppers,  with  the  result  that  little  iias  found 
its  v/ay  through  regular  vjholesale  channels.    Most  sales  have  been  at  ceiling 
levels. 


IMBJOUNTAIK;  REGIOTU  (Period  June  24-July  8) 

Conditions  in  Colorado  are  quite  favorable  and  considerable  stirplus  k»ney 
has  been  stored.    In  the  remainder  of  the  Intermountain  States  conditions  range 
from  poor  to  only  fair.    In  most  States,  with  the  exception  of  Colorado,  bees  got 
off  to  a  late  start  and  many  colonies  have  not  yet  bxiilt  up  to  storing  strength. 
Plant  conditions  are  fair  to  generally  good,  excepting  in  Idaho  where  there  is  a 
shortage  of  both  alfalfa  and  sweetclover.    Extracting  v;ill  get  actively  under  way 
within^'the  next  fev;  weeks  in  Coloraa3.o  and  southern  Wyoming,  but  in  the  rest  of  the 
area  it  will  be  some  time  before  any  quartity  of  honey    can  be  taken  from  the 
hives,    Bu^rers  are  actively  trj/^ii'ig  'to  contract  this  year's  crop  at  ceiling  prices. 
Severa.1  sales  of  beeswax  were  reported  at  41:;f;f  per  lb,  f.o.b,  to  beekeepers. 
Details  by  States  i"ollow:  ' 

Colorado l^eather  conditions  have  been  ide^l  during  this  period.  In  most 
sections  of  the  State  a  faJ.r  crop  of  honey  was  made  from  alfalfa  during  June,  and 
now  the  flow  is  quite  heaver  from  second  crop  alfalfa.  While  the  season  was  later 
than  normal  it  now  looks  like  a  normal  crop  of  honey  vdll  be  made  in  most  sections. 
On  the  Western  Slope  bees  are  vrorking  first  crop  alfalfa,  which  is  now  being  cut, 
ixnd  sweetclover.  Conditions  on  the  Western  Slope  do  not  appear  quite  as  favorable 
a.s  over  the  rest  of  the  State. 

Wyomi^n^^,    In  some  of  the  irrigated  valle3;-s  plaait  conditions  ar6  now  good 
and  a  fairly  good  flov;  is  under  way  from  alfalfa.    Eirst  crop  alfalfa  lias  largely 
been  cut  and  in  some  sections  little  alfalfa  is  now  available, _  Weevil  damage  to 
alfalfa  ha^s  been  -unusually  severe  in  some  sections.     In  most  sections  clover  is 
rather  light.    In  northern  Wyoming  many  liives  ha^^e  made  little  or  no  surplus  to 
date. 

Montana,    Bees  ,  have  built  up  fairly  well  'considering  the  late  spring. 
Cool,  rainy  weather  prevented  full-tine  bee  activity  during  much  of  the  past 
period.    However,  toward  the  end  of  the  period  bees  were  able  to  gather  considerable 
honey  from  alsike,  white  clover  coad  yellow  sv;eetclover.    Weather  during  the  next 
fev/  weeks  will  determine  the  outcome  of  the  crop,

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X^aho,    Prospeots  in  Idaho  arc  discouragi;ig  at  this  tine.    While  the 
v/eather  durj-ng  this  period  \7as  favora"ble  for  bee  activity  many  colonies  have 
not  built  up  to  takq'  full  advantage  of  the  e:cli3tinc:  flow  from  alfalfa  and 
sweetclover.     The  acr^at^e  of  alfalfa  is  s(imev/hat  short  this  year  since  con- 
siderable alfalfa  land  has  been  turned  to  potatoes <  beets  and  other  cash  crops. 
Ditch  banks  have  peon  closely  pastured,  cutting  dovm  the  supply  of  sv/eetclover ,

No  reports  on  condition  of  cither  plants  or  bees  v^ere  received  from 
Arizona.

Over  much  of  the  country  conditions  were  very  favorable' for  honey  pro- 
duction during  the  latter  half  of  July.    However,  in  many  sections  teiriperatures 
averaged  above  normal  and  in  large  areas  of  the  country  rain  is  badly  needed. 
In  the  G-reat  plains,  East  and'  North  Central,  and  Ilortheaatern  areas  early  season 
rains  put  clover  plants  in  good  condition,  and  sufficient  rain  has  fallen  since 
that  tinE  to  maintain  a  good  honey  flow.    In  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  too  much  rain 
resulted  in  rather  light  clover  crops.    The  white  clover  fl/^w  is  practically 
ended  except  in  the  Red  River  Valley,  but  sweetclover  continues  to  produce 
throughout  the  northern  States,    Production  in  the  Southeastern  and  Gulf  States 
has  been  only  fair,  \17ith  the  exception  of  Louisiana  where  5  long  stead;^"-  flow  has 
been  in  progress  and  fairly  good  surpluses  have  been  obtained.    Much  of  the 
Southwest  and  southern  Great  Plains  area  has  been  excessively  dry.    In  some 
sections  bees  are  now  obtaining  little  more  than  pasturage,    A  fairly  good  crop 
Is  being  stored  in  eastern  and  central  Colorado,  southern  Wyomirg  and  the  Milk 
River  Valley  of  Montana,    In--the  rest  of  the  Intermountain  Region  prospects  now 
appear  below  normal,  partly  due  to  the  late  season  and  partly  due  to  the  poor 
condition  of  bees  .at  the  beginning  of  the  main  honey  flow.    In  southern  Calif- 
ornia the  sage  flow  is  largely  ended  and  bees  are  now  working  wild  buckwheat,' 
The  present  flow  in  central  and  northern  California  is  only  fair.    The  star 
thistle  flow  in  northern  California  is  just  beginnir^  and  present  prospects 
are  generally  good.    In  the  Pacific  Northwest,  V/est  of  the  Cascades  the  spring 
vetch  and  clover  flows  produced  little  better  than  half  a  crop.    Many  bees  are 
noTst  b^eing  moved  to  the  firewe^d  areas,  which  are  producing  well, 

V  Extracting  has  been  quite  genera^  in  the  southern  half  of  the  country 
from  the  A^tlantic  to  the  Pacific,    In  the  northern  half  of  the  country  extracting 
is  Just  getting  under  waj''.    Beekeepers  in  all  sections  of  the  country  are  com- 
plaiTiiig  of  acute  labor  shortage.     This  is  especially  true  of  the  larger 
commercial  beekeepers. 

Buyers  continue,  to  scour  the  country  in  attempts  to  contract  the  19^3 
honey  crop.    Practically  all  are  offerii^  ceiliig  prices  regardless  of  grade 
.or;color,    'I5iere;has  been  an  unusual  demand  for  honey  from  local  retailers 
and  consumers  and  much  of  the  crop  so  far  extracted  has  moved  in  tliis  manner 
rather  than  into  wholesale  channels.    There  seems  to  be  an  unusual  demand  by 
consumers  for  honey  in  60s,    Many  beekeepers  indicate  they  expect  to  pack  a 
large  portion  of  their  crop  in  small  containers  for  the  retail  and  consumer 
trade,  provided  the  containers  can  be  obtained. 

The  July  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  released  on 
July  2S,  states  that  although  the  size  of  the  19U3' honey  crop  is  still  uncertain 
according  to  July  1  reports  from  over  7,500  beekeepers  the  present  outl'ooiC  " 
points  toward  a  below  average  crop.    Production  up  to  July  1  of  this  year 
averaged  only  15,5  pounds  per  hive.,,  compared  with  an  average  yield  by  that 
date  of  about  I9  pounds.    The  num'be):  of  bee  colonies  on  July  1  was  estimated 
at      925, 000,  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.    Details  on  the  present  outlook  of 
the  crop  ?dll  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report.

'tjeii^jerdtures  prevai  led  in  southern  Oregon,    Eains  and  generally  cool  weather 
iiuriig   the- early  part  of  the  season  have  produced  an  abundance  of  bee  pasture. 
In  the  Willamette  "Valley  most  beekeepers  report  little  better  tlian  half  a  crop 
from  vetch,  clover  sand  other  early  flowers,  although  some  individual  beekeepers 
report  yields  of  around  .50  pounds  from  the  early  flow.    Many  bees  have  been 
ra,oved  to  the  fire  weed  areas.    While  fireweed  is  not  as  plentiful  in  most  sections 
as  usual,  the  plan-ts  -are  in  unusually  good  cojndition  and  producing  heavily. 
Some  colonies  are  gaining  as  much  as  six  pounds  a  day.    In  southern  Oregon  bees 
arie-now  working  alfalfa  and  sweetclover.    Much  of  the  vetch  and  clover  crop  has 
been  extracted,    A  large  proportion  of  it  has  been  sold  locally  to  consumers  and 
retailers  and  has  not  moved  into  wholesale  channels.    All  wholesale  movement 
of  Vetch-Clover  has  been  at  the  ceiling  of  12^  per  lb,. in  case  to  ton  lots,  with 
siigle  60s  movii^  mostly  to  consumers  at  15{^-per  lb.,  some  sales  reported 
higher.

1941,  if  yields  during  the  later  part  of  the  season  are  average.    Florida  production  will  pro"bahly

In  most  of  the  South  Central  area  T^here  a"bout  60  percent  of  the  crop  is  usually  gathered  "by 
July  1,  the  production  has  been  rraich  better  than  usual,  particularly  in  the  Gulf  Coast  States  of

In  a  few  districts  rain  is  needed  to  prolong 
the  flo\7.    A  good  flow  is  reported  in  the  Delta  area,  through  nearly  all  of 
southern  Utah  and  in  central  and  northern  Utah.

Many  bookcepors  with  two 
hundred  to  three  hundred  colonics  have  had  to  handle  their  entire  crop  aJLone, 
In  some  sections  truck  shortage  for  delivery  of  honey  lias  also  been  a  problem. 

An  abnomial  marketing  situation  still  exists.    A  much  larger  than  normal 
portion  of  the  crop  is  being  sold  locally  by  beekeepers  to  consmiers  or  re- 
tailers ,  either  in  single  60s  or  in  small  containers.    In  some  sections  the 
purcloascs  of  small  pails  and  glass  jars  by  beekeepers  have  been  much  heavier 
than  in  any  previous  season.    Large  packers  continue  to  scour  the  country  in 
order  to  obtain  any  available  supplies,  either  on  a  current  or  contract  basis.

•1941  when  tne  nu,Tiber  of  colonies  of  bees  was  about  nine  percent .  less  than  this 
year.    T:ie  nunber  of  colonies  "this  year  is  esti.nated  at  4,901,000,  or  about  the 
saiiie  as  last  ycor .    Efforts  to  increase  the  number  of  produca,ng  units  failed  due 
to  tne  poor  crop  last  /ear  which  resulted  in  heavy  vdnter  losses.    The  wet  late 
spring  this  year  was  unfavorable  for  broodrearing  and  prevented  colonies  from 
bailding  up  to  normal  strength  before  the  Liain  nectar  flows.    Of  this  year's 
estimated  total  honey  crop  about  76  million  pounds  or  -40  loercent  vrill  be  pro- 
duced in"  tne  Horth  Central  States,  about  60  million  pounds. or  31  percent'  in  the 
far  West,  37  million  pounds  or  20  oercent  in  tne  South,  and  about  17-2"  million 
pounds  or  .

In  most  of  tne  areas  -which  suffered  from  drought  during  July  ,and  August 
sufficient  rain  fell  during  early  September  to  relieve  the  extreme  drought  con- 
ditions, although  in  some  areas  t"ne  rains  c^me  too  late  to  benefit  fall  plants 
greatly.  •  ThQ  main,  sumi.ier  iloy/s  are  practically  over  in  all  sections.  Cool 
weathor  during  the  last  week  in  Aug^ast  cut  short  the  buckwheat  flow  in 
Pennsylvania  and  Hew  York.     Some  beekeepers  in  the  buckwheat  area  rei^ort  yields 
close  to  normal,  but  the  bucfcvheat  crop  a.s  a  whole  will  be  short.

In  the  southern  Dortion  of  the 
North  Central  States,  the  South  Atlaiitic  States,  and  fairly  well  into  the  South, 
goldenrod'  and  asters  are  producing  fairly  well  where  weat.ier  conditions  permit 
extended  activity  on  the  part  of  bees.     In  the  Soutneast  fall  flowers  are 
coming  along  nicely,  especially  in  jeor,:sia  and  Plorida,  and  s;iould  produce  ample 
winter  stores.    Extracting  in  the  northern  Sta.tes  is  fairly  well  co.;inleted  and 
indications  are  that  the  crou  as  a  whole  will  be  somewhat  short  of  normal,  al- 
though in  some  States  it  may  be  heavier  than  last  year.    Lab.'^r  shortages 
continue  to  delay  extracting  opefo.tions  a„nd  prapara.tion  for  winter  in  all 
sections.    For  the  country  as  a  whole  bees  are  in  much  beti-er  condition  for 
winter  than  last  year,  v;ith  generally  good  populations  and  a  good  supi3ly  of 
brood.    Winter  stores  are  also  a;uole  excent  in  so.ae  individual  cases  where  the 
main  crop  was  extracted  too  closely.    Deiasnd  continues  heavy  both  on  the  p.':^rt 
of  large  wholesalers  and  packers,  and  local  retailers  and  consumers-.     In  m£>ny 
heavy  nrod^acing  sections  of  the  country  a  large  prot)ortion  of  the  cror)  has  been 
sold  locailly.     In  general  the  quality  of  the  cror)  is  r^^-oorted  as  good.     In  some 
portions  of  tae  Plains  Area  ajid  North  Centra.!  States  the  honey  :aa.s  a  little 
lighter  body  than  normal,  v/hile  a  laxge  portion  of  the  crop  in  the  Intermountain 
Area,  is  darker  t nan  usual . 

The  1943  honey  crop  in  Canada  is  tentatively  estimated  by  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics  a_t  32.5  million  -oounds .    Details  are  found  on  page  8.

'Vhile  October  temeratures  over  most  of  the  country  'vith  the  exce-otion 
of  the  no rth'.ve stern  quarter  were  nori.ial  or  slightly  below  normal,  ;:illing 
frosts  in  most  sections  have  occurred  somewhat  later  than  nornial  xvhich  has  had 
the  effect  of  extending  the  fall  honey  f lov;s .    Exce^^t  for  a  little  pasturage 

■  being  obtained  in  tne  southern  belt  of  States,  this  season's  flows  are  now  all 
ended.    Extracting  in  most  areas  is  practically  coi.Tnleted  and  hive  packing 
o^ierations  in  those  States  wnere  s;'iecial '  v;in:;er  protection  is  needed  are  pro- 
gressing fairly  well..  Labor  shortages  continue  to  be  a  factor  both  in 
extracting  o-jerations  and  in  pre-'-iaring  bees  for  winter.    For  the  country  as  a 
whole  colony  conditions  are  much  better  than  a  year -ago,  \7ith  fairly  good 
clusters  and  in  most  cases  a-^ple  winter  stores.

dry  spell  of  last  summer  had  dama.{^ed  plants  beyond  aid.    Considerable  feeding 
of  colonies  is  './i^^spread  in  those  apiaries  located  in  unfa.vorable  sections. 
3oir.e  feeding  is  being  done  because  cxtroxting  was  too  close.     In  general,

The  labor  situa.tion,  hov;evcr,  is  causing  considerable  concern 
ajnong  these  producers  and  only  a  fev/  orders  sxe  being  tsken  subject  to  the 
ability/  of  the  producer  to  deliver.    The  scarcity  of  help  is  also  causing  much 
concern  for  next  year's  operations  among  the  larger  beekeepers,  many  of  v;hom 
have  been  delayed  in  their  extracting  and  v/inter  prejDarations  this  year. 

Throughout  most  parts  of  the  country  the  dei^nd  for  honey  is  very 
active  and  a  large  vol'-ime  of  honey  is  moving  locally.    Large  lot  buyers  are 
almost  des-oerate  in  their  atterqpts  to  buy  honey  in  any  amount  vdthout  regard 
to  grade  or  qua,lity.    Some  reports  •f  offers  above  cp-ling  prices  have  been 
received.    Comparatively  fev;  large  lots  of  honej^  are  available  in  any  locality, 
producers  apT^ear  to  be  n«lding  -.vhat  honey  tney  have  yet  on  hand  f«r  their  local 
retail  ajid  consumer  trade.    Reports  indicate  that  little,  if  aaiy,  nev;  crop 
honey  will  be  available  after  the  first  of  the  year.

The  December  honey  and  beeswax  production  report  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Econoniics  shows  that  in  19^3      901  »000  colonies  of  bees  pro- 
duced slightly  over  IS9  million  pounds  of  honey  and  5 1 75'^ »'^'-*'^  "oounds  of 
beeswax.    This  production  was;. low  in  comparison  with  recent  years,  but  was  - 
above  the-  short  I9US  crop.af  about -lyS.  million  pounds.    The' cold,  ^et  spring, 
late  delivery  of 'jjacldage 'boes,  shortage  of  labor,  and  delay  in  obtaining  or 
lack  of  adequate  sugar  supplies  for  winter  feeding  were  major  factors 
accounting  for  the  low  yields^and  consequent  low  production.    The  average 
yield  per  od  lony  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  reporteijL  at  38.6  pounds,  Which 
compares  with  36,3  pounds  in  I9U2,  and  a  1939-^1  average  of  Uk  pounds.  Colony 
yields  were  higher,  than  last  year  in  all  areas  of  the  country  except  the  west 
llorth  Central  and  South  Atlantic  areas.    Total  production  was  also  greater  than, 
last  year  in  all  areas  except  the$e  Uio,    This  report  indicates  that  the  number 
of  colonics  in  November  was  about  7  percent  larger  than  the  member  of  colonies  , 
at  the  beginning  of  the  main  honey  flow,    Considerix^  the  average  winter 
losses  which  ordinarily  :will  exceed  7  percent,  a  .heavy  spring  inci'ease  in 
colonies  will  be  necessary  if  the  present  n\amber  of  colonies  is  to-be  raaintai'ned 
or  increased  next  year.:'  Total  beeswax  production  was  about  12  percent  above 
that  of  19^2,    Producers  have  responded  to  the  need  for  more  beeswax  by  deeper 
ca-DTDing  and  by  the  saving  of  burr  and    old  comb.    Broducers  repdrted  in  early 
November  that  they  had -on  hand  for  sale  I7  percent  of  their  entire  19^3  pro--  • 
duction  of  honey  and  52  percent  of  their  beeswax  production,  compared  to  23  and 
U6  percent  respectively  at  the  same  period  in  19^2.    Average  stores  per 
colony  for  the  I9U3-UU  feedi%'  season  were  reported  at  ^1.5  pounds,  ranging 
from- 30  .5  po-'onds  in  the  South  Atlantic  areas  to  ^9.7  pounds  in  the  west  North 
Central  area.    Indications' Wfe  that  more'-- adequate  s"tores,  of  honey  were  left 
on  the  hives  in  19'^3  tiiah  ih  1^U2;    last  year. the  prevailing  high  price  of  honey 
caused  many  producers  to  extract  too  closely,  with  the  result  that  hive  stores 
ran  low  with  many  colonies  starving  and  many  athers  coming  thro\igh  the  winter 
in  poor  condition.

Y»'ith  the  exception  of  portions  of  the  North  Central  area  weather  con— 
<iitions  were  unseasonably'  mild  in  re  arly  all  sections  of  the  country  during 
the  early  portion  of  this  period.    However,  around  December  10  temperatures 
over  the  northern  portion  of  the  country  dropped  to  levels  which  have  kept 
bees  confined  much  of  the  time.    The  long  open  fall  in  most  producing  areas
